Lauranc TLPAareed With a beaup heart,wiſhing that the time 
of Pariimius £0 119127 were at hand, that ihe might impart this 
newes vato! zin, Ne ich grienedher, and ſhe knew would not 
pleaſe hi u, reloluing with her elke neuer to giuc coaſent. 

Atter dianer, Liurana by thocommanad nent of Oluuia tho 
Quccue accompanied the Lady itavelia, by meanes where- 
of, Sicanas bad occaſion to court her, whom hee found to be 
of ſo milde berauionr, and pet {a facre differ ing from his 
minde, that he ſaw no [1;elytod of attamming her Loue. 

Mis impoztunate demands which he builded vpou her Fa⸗ 
thers pꝛomiſe, and his owae hope of aſſurance) ſhx anſwered 
fo wiſely and courte ouſlp, that his loue thereby iucreaſed, but 
his hope was ao whit augmented, that ſœiag ſuch a vertuous 
reſolution, oz in a manner abſolute demail to his ſute, hee was 
perſwaded, Pariſmus was the oniyman that hindered his louc, 
Which the rather vered him, becauſe he law his vertues of c-

began to deuiſe how he might either find ouc the cauſs of Lau- 
tanaes ſtrangeneſſe, o: reacage himſelfe on Pariimus, whom 


her thought was the auelp man that hindzed him ia his Lone 


And Eudying how to bzing that about, he began to weigh how 
greatlp Pariſmus was eſtemed of D.onuijus, and that his 
vertues made him fo well beloued of ail, that to offer him a- 
buſe openly , enery one would coademac him, and thereby 
bis hon aur Gould thenisze increaſe, and he hunſeifc be emill 
thought of by D:on1$425, and cantemued by Laurana, and vet 
nothing the arerer his purpoſed deter inatioa. 

At length giniag his mide ouer vnte all vickednedie amy 
trueltie, hes thought che beck courſe he had, was to marcher 
tim by lone treachetie; thertoze calling vuts him h ol his 
leruaats being Tartaruuns, he died a long circumſtance of 
kind ſpeches vato them, _ that if they would _ 
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ſome me anes how to reuenge him on an enemy that had done 
him great injury, dee would pzcferre them to great dignitis, 
when he returned to his gwne Couutrep, and iu the meaus 
time, he would giue them a thouſagd pounds amongſt them, 
foʒ the ir maintenauce. | 

Zhefe villaines being greedy of gaine and pꝛekerment, be⸗ 
ing pws aud ney, ſware that thev would perio2me whatſos⸗ 
* cr he commanded themyſlo they might knowthe man. Sicenus 
then giuing them the money, told them that it was Pariſmus, 
who {ad of late done him a monſtrous iniurie: (at whole 
na me che ve il: nes began to fare one vpon another, as thongy 

he had e q cated them of their pꝛomiſe) and that, when as 
tutto ome wer, ber rode forth on Hawking, thep might waits 
oppaztwultte v itill hx was alone, and then accompilſh their 
in ended murther without ſulpit ion. Theſe villaines being 
fniiy beat vpon cheir intended miſchiele, being Beathens; 
therefeze the moꝛe eaſilv dzawne with the hope of reward to 
gny treacheric, waited their conuenient time, with vamous⸗ 
able relolution. pariſmos being all chat day in company of 
the ding and other Nobles, having giuen his mind to auiet⸗ 
ne ſſe, loꝛ that hte was fully aſſared of Lauranacs fauour, us⸗ 
thing douvting the treafou of Sicanus; told Dion:iius, that 
be it euoedto goe on Hawking, deſiring him to vouchlafs ts 
fer his Faulcon five, which Dioniſius pꝛomiſed to doe, foz that 
bis Hawke was eſtemed the belt of all other. Like wile, Si- 
canus, the Ming of Hungaria, andthe Pꝛince of Spatta, would 
beare him company. 

The next moꝛning very earely, King Dionſfins, Parifmus 
and the teſt ofthe company, addzefſed themſelues to that pa- 
ſtime, and haning ſpent moſt part of the day, towards the 
Tneaing Pariſmus loft his Hawke, which h&- loued excæ⸗ 
dang well, being pzocured by a Tempeſt that ſaddsulp a⸗ 
role ; and thereby being wandzed from the reſt of his com- 
paup, chanced to heare the gopſe of her Bets, as he thought, 
in the Mod hard by, where her could not ride, and therefoze 


Aightedfrom his Bozle, and got i on fors ; wherg he * 
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not eutted farre⸗ buc thoſe villaines that Sieanus had hired, 
1 hauing followed him all that dar, aud now thinking and flad⸗ 
ing this the fittoſt oppoztunitie to execute their purpoſe, were 
come into the Mod and hard at Pariſmus Leica, who cipying 
them, {akiog with ahaftfull covntenances 358 bre thongnt, 
and with theic weapons about chem, the vitlatnes imd Ec- 
ing amazed with bis verp countenance, began to call to re» 
membzance the late miſchance trat Chris had recetwued iaths 
; ſame place: gut that thought wes ſone ert ina, fo that he knew 
them to be Sicanus ſeri ants: at laſt be asbedthem ifthep hae 
not ſæue his hawke,they anſwered not a wozd : tur one of 
them fared about as if be heard her neare hand, Which tau 
ſed Pariimus te loke dilicently the ſane wap. And in tie 
meane ture, one ofthein d2awing his ſword, ffrake Pariſmus 
fo vioicu:Ip vpon the head, thac he being bare headed by rea, 
ſon of ths heate, the blow hauing nething to mirtigate the 
fo2ce thereof, ſo grieuoully wounded him, that Ho fell to the 
garth : and beſo2che could receuer himſelke, and wilhall being 
diſturniſhed or his weapon (faz otherwile thoſe thee could 
not haue wichffod his foꝛce) they had giuen bim two 03 thze 
moztail wounds: and ſeing that he was now net able to re⸗ 
fiſt them, they began to conſule what they ſhould doe wich 
his Bede. 
= Ja che meanecime, Pariſmus hauing gotten bꝛeath, began 
5 to intrtate them to ſpare his life, (foꝛ thꝛeats in ſuth a caſe 
15 would not p2enarte ) pzounſing to reward thsm with great 
kindnefſe; if they would not murther him: perſwating them 
withall, that this their d&v would he knowne, fo2 that ſuch 
wickednefle is caminon{y revealed, and alwaies grieuouſly 
puniſhed: and he that had ſet them: about that viilanie, would 
alwares hate them in his he art, although outwardly he might 
pꝛetcead a ſhew of friendſhip; telling them that her was a 
i Pꝛzinst, and able to p2efer.and pleaſure them, pꝛomiſing then 
955 that they ſhould not ned to feart Sicanas diſpleaſut e, if they 
would laue his life, and all men would hate them e 
ig hun, aus on the other ide all menwould coumend them 
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being ſopirtikull as to ſpars his life, that had neuer cff:nved 
then. Ailthele perlwauons cculd nothing pzcuaile, tut with⸗ 
out 212693 him aay aalwer, chzuſt their lwozds into his bo⸗ 
dpa diuers places: that nowthinkiug him dead, thep coue⸗ 
redhruwith malle and caueg, thinking that ſome wild beaft 
mud came aa? derogure hin: his hozſe ihev kound tped with⸗ 
oucthe Gd. buthin they vadzidled, and let goe, to anoid 
"72 tion: their oblone weapoas they ſunke in the bottome of 
d dee ppie of water chat was by the WIwISs lide, and ſo de⸗ 
par: 2. | 
Alte they wers ſtriuing with Pariſmus in this ſozt, it 
chant ed thai chere was a Unight as ke ſrmedin armour, that 
heard the adice, and haſtiag by gueſſe ſo Uell as he could to 
the place, at laſt he came to the place where pariſmus lap co⸗ 
tiered, andloking about he could ie no b3p, bat might per⸗ 
ceiue ths earth troden, and all to bel neared with bloud, and 
the moſſe toꝛae vp, and re:noued fcombis vſuall plate, and 
lWking atten inelp, bœm ſaw the lumpe of msſſe and leaues 
tyherc vader Paciimas lay covered, which was the onely pze⸗ 
ſetruation of his life : foʒ the maſſe lviag cloſe about him, kept 
wind from koꝛth his waunds, other wiſe he had periſhed. The 
night remouing of the leaues, found the badp of the gadly- 
eſt man that euer he heheld, moſt gricuouſly wounded, and 
gaſping fo2thhis lateſt bzcath oflife , which mollified the 
Bnights hart, that he vſcd all chs meanes he could to reconer 
bim: but labouring in vaine to bzing him to hisſeaſes, vet 
he might perceine the v2eath to ſteate fozth by little and little 
out of his mouth, that he was perſwaded he was not paſt help,

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| Knights ( as is beko: crebearted) amongſt whom were will 


leaue yArifmus to declare what happened to Dionifivs, who 
greatly marueiled that when d M was ended, Pariſmu 

was not returned, which wave him and the reſt ( Sicanus ex- 
cepted } dinerfly conticeire : mod thinking that he was gore 
aFrap,and being vaacqvainted, might be gone toche Palace 
nat knowing Uhich war to teturne to the place where he teft 
them, S:canus likewiſe ſeemedes carcfull as the reſt+ Ariat 
by the nights app3oach they ali departed towards the Titie: 
where when they were arrined, D niſius enquiring vcrie 
caraeſtip foo Pariimus returne, could heare no newes there 
of. That hauing no other thought to be pacified withall be 
was per ſwaded that he wizht bs gone ſo farrs in ſearch okhis 
hawke, that de could not attaine to the Citte that night, and 
and therefore mighe lodge bythe wap, and ſo come home the 
nert mozaing. Thus with this hopefull perſwaſion, being 
verſwaded fo2 the time, they betwke themſcines to their eſt. 
dicanus being glas ded ki the news of Pariſmus want, called 


thoſe cher adoꝛs of his moſt deſpsrate and wickee confedera⸗ 


cie baty him, and tnqnired what thep Had done, who certified 


him ofall tteir villanous exploit, being no way ſuſpected of a⸗ 


ny fuch fact , ts whom he peelded many diſhcaourable thanks 
ko lo impious a deed. 

Thus all continued in god hope, vatill the ner: qpo2ning, 
which being come and moſt of the dap ſpent, there was no ſuc⸗ 
ceſſeſull ne wes of dar ſmus returne, but all his men were come 
and no man but himſelfe alone miſſing: that Don iſius bœing 


therewith wonderf::!ly grieued, and vexed in his mind, ſperdi⸗ 


ly cauſed a baudzed Enightsto make all diligent ſcarch and 
inquiry that might be. to hegrgef him, who were all moſt 
williag.bearzing an inward MT tothe poung Pziuce aboue 
Ali the Knights that euer arrines in Thefſsly, The Bohemian 
nights likewiſc made ſuch lamentation fo} et hs L 92d, that 
it was ſwue bleed to the hearing of ail the Topret, and C itie⸗ 
hat Pari mus was not returned ir om hawking: whichac laſt 


tame to the hearing of Laurana: who at thMirtuewes there 
of 
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of, was ſo tozmented i in her thotights, thatche could noc cons 
talne her ſelfe from bewzaping her loue by extreame com- 
plaluts: as aiſo by the manileld gueſtions and iuguiries thee 


made, with whom be went, hob long ther miſt him, and 


where, when and bow they loſt his companp: chewing an ex⸗ 
crac2diaary care of his welfare , that being dziuen into a 
thonſaud lundꝛy doubts cf his welfare, 8s alſoto thinke whar 
ſhould become of him, ſhe could iniop no quiet noꝛ content: but 
her greateſt comfozt was, that ſi; ftill hoped ſhe ſhould heare 
ſome newes of his returae, by (uch nights as were gone ia 
ſearch ofhim ;amonatt whom were his owne nights: whole 
care [he thought wauld be greacer then any others fog his pzes 
le ruation. 

Oralus like wiſe, takt his want in ſuch heauineſſe, that her 
ſxmedto be out of his wits vp extreame ſozrow. Sicane has 
uiug now accompliſhed the thing he pur poled, bled ofteatimes 
to biſit 1 aurana, and carne ſtliy pzoiccuted his fozmer ſuite, 
wherewith Laurana was ſo much grieued to remember anp 
other loue then Primus, oz tothinke that any other ſhould 
offer Dat iſinus that wiong that ſhe ſhewed her ſelſe ſo ver⸗ 
tuouſly dildainfutl tothe Perſlans ſuite, and ſcemed ſo lictle 
to regard his Mots and Pꝛoteſtations, that he began to 
deſpalre af obtaiaing her god Mill: pet be was ſtill com⸗ 
kozted ia this, that be had her Parcucs coaſeat, Which 
might ber a meane to p25cure her liking : befides, he thought 
the greatnelle of his Birch might be a great hcipe tc his fur⸗ 
therance. 

Dioniſius, Oliuia, and the reff, were dinerllp grieued to 
thinke of Pariſmus loge, whom they all de nedto be falue ins 
to ſome diſladurature, otherwiße they could dot imagine what 
might be the occaſton of his ſo that the whole Court in 
generall ,was dꝛiuen into (ach fꝛdneſſe, tyat it ſœme d not like 
the lame it was wont tobe : eſpecially the i ing and Quteue 
teoke it ſo heauilp, that the ir iop was Wholiy turued to ſozrow, 
and their pleaſaat count enantes into ſad lokes : but pet all 


cgatluued iu yore to he are ſome newes of hun, by the recurae

were 3 of him, returned with no gd newes and Ori 
Ry 18 bela of their hope, inſtead 2ftoptull Veit 105,03! Rattle 
further ear fs offo:row, 3 o werre fully allured by fin 
ding the dente wieremblie rode. and he by nowcencs tobe 
heard of, that he was falne into the hands offuch as had mur ; 
thered hin, oz by ſome dilſaduenture 1 be deuog red hy. 
lame wild Beaſt, that had ſeized on hun vaaioares,thatin ge⸗ 
nerall ali made ſuch ſoꝛcow for bloſſe eee 18 d zigte, 
that ic wes to be wondzed at, het a man mnſoſhoztalmeekar⸗ 
qdaintauce could behave himſelkſo vertnouſſp, as to be fo wel 
beloued of all : Laurana exempting her ſelfe from all quice , 
and baniſhing from her minde all mirth and jop: withallhea⸗ 
ring the newesOrittus had bꝛeught, eil into ſuch an extreame 
pallion of griete, that foz a god ſpace che continued as one 
wholly depziued of life, and nocwithſtanding Leda and the 
reſt ot her mapdes, vled all theſkillchey had, ver couid by no 
meanes bing her agatue; that with wiinging their bands, 
tering their hapze, and with aricuons acclamation , they 
made ſuch an out-erp-that the b2nit thereof tame to the hea⸗ 
king oithe Bing and Qucnce, and all the reſt; by which occa- 
ſion a new ſoꝛzrow began, farreaboue compare: by that time 
the Bing and Queenc were come into her Chamber, the Pzin⸗

ded him: by whoſs perſwaſlons, he reũſted from further cru⸗ 
eltp, and carriedthe Paydentotheir Caue, where ſhe was 
appointed to dzefſe ſuch pꝛouiſion as they bought in, which 
ts willingly did, to detend her lelfe from further injury. Pa- 
riſmus comely p2opo2tion,madetimſo wel liked of all otthemr, 
who ſemed to them to boa man of god account by his appa⸗ 
rell, and in time they thought might doe them wanppleaſures: 
cherefo28 they conmanded this Uirgin to vie all her kill and 
indeaudurs, to recauer him, and healehis weunds , who 
within two dapes byherdiligent tadeanour, had brought him 
to his fences, that he began toſpeake to them: which reiop⸗ 
ced themtohrare: who being thus well recouered, wondzed

that he had dous then. Chus ceaſing to com Fuac any fucther 

ich them, he began co meditate how koztunatety God had 
oꝛdainedhim to be pꝛeſetued by them, (that had deſtroped 
manp) to lite in hope to be reuenged on Sicznus, that had ſo 
diſhongurabig pzetended vis ruine: that ſa iug himſelfe in god 
eſtate at recouerie, he vſed ail kinde meanes he could to pur⸗ 
chaie the god opiuion of all thoſe Outlawes whom bee durſt 
not truſt, bec auſe their minds were addiceed to vitiante, but 
mot of all, he marueiled wiy fa beautiful a Oamozell hould 
frequent cheir company.

Pa- 
riſmus lying very weake, vet marked well their behantonr , 
which made him maruaile, that men could be ſo iuhumaine, 
83 by their obne rep92ts they ſeemed to be, wiſhing hin- 
ſelie with Laurana; Who he thought wenld accuſe him of dil⸗ 
lopaltie, oz that he made choiſe oklome other: ik ſhe did not 
ſo miſ2oubt him, then the ſozrow he thought ſhes endured 
fo; his lofſe, which might lome way come to her knowledge, 
lo galled him to the heart, that his inward paſſions would 
not ſuffer his outward Phyſick to do him any god, and the con- 
tiauall care he was in, did much hinder his healch: being 
likewiſe as much tozmented with rememb2ance ofthe grant 
that Dioniſius had made to Sicanus, concerning the mare 
riage bet wirt him and Laurana, who her thought mighe now

Jatheſe perplericies hee contiuned by the ſpace of thzæ 
months, in all which time he could notfully recouer his health. 
Where we will leaue him, to ſpeaks of Dioniſius, boho by 
trac sftime, hauing ſomewhat mittigated the remembzancs 
of Pariſmus wart, ( moſt of his Knights being departed home 
inte Bohemia, Otiſtus oacly excepted, who by no meanes 
t ouid be dzawne to leaue Theſſalie, becauſe there he had loſt 
bis 1,92d began co conferve about the marriage of Laurana , 
being okcen impoztuned by S:ca2nus, who cauſed the King of

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much amazed, fwd fill and gaue noauſfter a god ſpace; at 
laſt kneeling downe, che began in this ſozt: Jmoft humbly

The Perſlons by this time haning jopned all their Foꝛees 


together, thzonged by ſuch multitudes vpon the Thetilaliaus, 


that they were confiraitned ſomewhat to retire , but in their 
retreit, the black länight ſent the Ghoſts of many Perſtans co 
Hell, and behaued him(ſelfe with ſuch magnaminitp, that all 
the whole armp was amazed at his valour. By this time the 
Theſlaltaa fwtemen aTailed the Perſians on the other ſive , 
which dzaue them into ſuch a fearc , that thonſands of them 
were determined ts ſlpe:but ſeeing no hope offſafette by light, 
were ſo amazed, that their fozce was quite turned iato cowar⸗ 
dils: which the Thellalians perceiuing, aſſailed them wich 
ſuch fury, that thephad desſtroped in a ſhoꝛt ſpace, a great num.

The Bing of Perſis himſelte lap vpon a Bill hard by the Citp, 
12 a Tent moſt richlvandrarelpcontriued: and allthe Zents 
of his tontributazies rouad about him; which made ſuch a 
ſhew, as though a whole multitude sf Nations had Lane gas 
thered together to beffray the whole carth: which when ths 
Theſlaliaus beheld, thevconjecured that valeſſe Dov ſhsuid 
adiſe ſo ue extradꝛdinarꝝ ſuccour to apde then, it were imnpol⸗ 
ble fe; them lang to withſtand this mightie fozce: bur pet 
ſome Hope they had in che Ging of Hungaria, and ſezinte of 
Sparta, who were gone into their Countes!'s to pꝛepare ſoul⸗ 
dicrs to apde the Auæne and Laurana s andthe tine sktheir 
zo miſed retuxas was almoſt come. 

The Biag of Zobemta likewiſe hauing kuowiedgs ofthe 
Perſians being in Theis, being v2ged with hope ts re⸗ 
ueage his (ons death, Ge vp all his fozces, and gathered 
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multitude of Douldiers encamped ſo neare the Perſians , 


Tents, were Porſians; x che red Teuts, the Bohemians; the 


- ſh& could uot tell howto containe her ſelte, from exceeding re- 
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gut ofthem a mighty band of expert ſouldiers:who were mot 5 
defirans to deale w the Perfians,becauſe ofall Nations, they 4 
baced them moſt, the one halle marched vader the conduct of 
Dionihus : and the other fifty thoufaud he lod himſelfe: and 
having all things mareadineſſe, within a ſhoztſpace they ar- 
rived on the Coaſt of Theſfaly. Dioniſius by his ſppes, hauing 
knowledge where the Perſian Campe lay, conueved his men 
fscretip into the Mod, where Pariimus Caue was: and the 
King of Bohemia, with his fiftie thouſaud, marched cucr the 
Plaines of Pharſalia: and encamped themſelves neare vnto 
the City, and hard by ths Perſians : but ſoue the King of 
Perſia had knowledge ofthe Ling of Bohemia. The ſame day 
the Paince of Sparta had landed thzvſcoze thouſand men at 
Armes, ail vader his owne conduct, and encamped on the c- 
ther ſide ofthe Perſtaus. The King of Hungaria like wiſe, 
with 50000. ſouldiers had picched his Campe onthe backs of 
the Perſians: ſo that they were enmroned round with Bohe 
mians Vuagarians aud Spartans,and bsfoze them the City- 

Yhich much amazed the Perſians,but pet by reaſon of their 
multitudes chep thought cthemſciues ſecure. 

Oliuia, Laurana, ane the Theſſalian Lozds, ſecing ſuch a 


thought the: likewiſe to be enemies: and being much 
diſquieted, ſent out a Peſſeager to enquire the truth thereof 
Who returning with joy, certified them, that onely the blew 


white Tents, the Dpartaus ; the grave Teuts, the Hung as 
t ians koꝛces; Whichuewes ſo comfo2ted the Zune, that 


ioc ing, had not Dioniſius dne wonting. Laurana eſpecially 
heartug that Parifmus Father was come to defend her, and 
reuengs his ſonaes wong, (whom all men thoughts haus 
derne dead) tontiaually pꝛaiſed God, and pzayed foz the p28- 
ſeruatton ofthat wozthy;King, and oftentimes, her petitions 
p2ocededfrom ſuch kind verſus, that together with the re- 
membJance of his great kindneſſe, her Fathers loſſe, and Pa. 

riſmue 
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riſmus abſence, the Chriffall teares raune with aboundance 
dowae her crimſon chekes , like d2oppes of Pearle: at 
laſt the Queene called one ofher Gentiemen, ts gos with a 
mellage of thankes vato the Campes of her friends, but O- 
riſtus deſir ed that he might be the Peſlenger, whom the Queen 
well liked of: who deparced ont of the Citie vnto the King of 
Bohemia; being his Lozd, and knœling downe, did vis mel⸗ 
(age from the Qutene: the Bing knowing him, and withail 
remembzing that he was the one lv man, whom Paritmus moſt 
£ffeued, moſt kindly welcommet him, with ceares fo: artefe 
trickling downe his white beard, and nat able to ſpeake one 
wond with extreame care foꝛ the death of his Sonne 

Oriſtus liktwile was ſo moued to fe his Bing fo kinde 
that he could vſe no woꝛds hut ſozrowſull ſadneſſe, and hauing 
ſaluted the king of Hungaria, and the Pzince of Sparta; recur - 
ned vnto the Quene, 

Dionifi: s had ſo ſetretly lodged his Tr oupes in theUads,. 
that the Perſlans had no knowledge of his being there, bur 
would oftentimes diſguiſe himſelfe into the Palmers Weeds, * 


aud ſo behsld the Citie, howit was incompaſſed with Houl⸗ 


diers, which ffroke ſuch ſozrow to his heart, toſg his Coun⸗ 
rey ready to be waſted, his Subieas in diſtreſſe, his June 
and his faire Daughter, ready to be ſurpꝛiſed aud taken by 
the Enemies, and ſuch a multitude of bloudie minded Perſt- 
ans, vuto whom he neuer had done wong, ready tg deſtroy 
all things, that he could not refraine from exclaming againſt 
Foꝛtuns and his owne deſtinies chat had alotted him uch mil ⸗ 
chaunce: and hauing diligently viewed the Camp e-heelpyed 
tho Tents of the Hungarian King,and of che inte o. parta. 
who had ginen him theic taithfull pꝛomiſe to avde him agaii ft 
the Perſians: and charefoze he was ſome what comtozted with 
their p2eſence. 

At laſt he eſpied Ofris comming to werds theCitp, oha har 
pꝛepared in a readineſſe cwelue thonland Thefalian i 
mt u, and had lodged then ſowe tweiue miles fromthe Carry 
and knowing him fo be a man of maſt rare courrefie, 
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vato him: Toꝛthy » Knight, might J beſo bold as aske this 
one queffion-\wherefozeſuch a multitude of louldiers haue be- 
girt this Citie 7 

Oſiris moſt courtesuſip anſwered: Father, thoſe with the 
blew Tents are the Perſians, who without any juff quarrell 
are come to deſtropthis Country. Thoſe with the red Tents 
ars vader the King of Bohemia, come in rcuenge of his Sons 
de ich agaiaſt the Perſians. Che grœne and white Leats are 
the king of Hungaria and Pztace of Sparta, who are come to 
apde ihe Thellaliaus. Inde d we are but a handfull in reſpca 
ot t5e Berſiaus, but the greateſt hope we haue is in God, and 
vs are aiſo much comfszted by the aide of a black night, (to; 
ſo we call him, foz tha he is vaknowae) whole vataur is able 
to diſcomtoꝛzt a multitude of Perijaas, who haue aircadpca- 
Ted of his inuincible foꝛce: fs: flirt hes New thice of the ous 
teſt Perffars ia thze ſfiagle combates, aud at laff,he defended 
himſelke againſt a multitude ofthem, that like cowards came 
running vpon him, but at laſt he was ayded by Loꝛd Remus 
and Oriſtus, whs ſœing his perian ſo indangered by ſo vne- 
quall a compaunp, iſſued out of tie Cicre with their power (but 
dekoze they could come to him, he had datas foztie Perſians } 
at which time bp the alliſtance of chat wozthy Bnight, there 
dyed of Perſtans almoſt fiftic thouſand ; Amongſt the reft, 
this blacke night encountred Sicanus of Per fia, and at one 
blow, ouerthzew both hozſe and man, that had he not bene ta⸗ 
ken bp, he has then bin troden to death : but this is our care, 
that we know not what is become of him, fo2 he pꝛiuilp got 
»i;vſelfs from fozth of the field. TWhileF Olicis was teiting 
this aewes vato the Palmer, diuers were gathered abouc him 
to tcarehis talke, by which meanes, the repozr of the biocks 
night came co the knowledge of the King of Butemia, the 
Bing of Hungaria, and the P21ace of 5pa:rca, ſo that ail the 

Whole multitude were deũcous to ſœ that valtant night. 
Dionifius hear ing this aewes, was ſo comfo2ted therewith, 
hat de went vato his Souldiers, and ſent a Befſenger vita 
he Pahemian Riag, that be wouid haue ſome conference wich 
he 
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the! K1ag of Hungaria, and the Pꝛuice of Sparta, fo nine a a ſud⸗ 
daine onſet on the Perſtaus, (who were mightily tara- 
ged, when they heard that the Ging or Hungaria, and P: 

ek Sparta were tome againſt them.) The Pelleuger retur⸗ 
ned auſwere, that they were determined to giue the onſet 
the next mozniug. Pariſmus by this tims had fully recoue- 

red his health: therekoze being al defirous torenenge 
himſelke on S:canus, as allo tobe àſſured in what efface his 
beloned Laurana was, thinking himſelfe to flacks in per⸗ 
kozming his p2omiſed vow, armed himſelfe iu the blacke Arcs 
mour, and daſted cowards the Citie: where he was us ſ@- 
ner come, but ſcing ſuch au alteratian , hee was fo per⸗ 
plexed to ſes ſuch a compaay of enemies, in compalling the 
perſca of his beloued, that without any farther aduiſe har 
determined to aſſault the whole nmlticudc,and fo die amaug q 
his enemies. 

As laſt calling to minde the fozmer paſſed Loue betwtr: 
92: and Laurana, be thought it an vadutifull part to deffrop 
hiunſcife, whom ſhe lo tenderiy loned :and taking to himſeite 3 

e ſtapd reſolution, he came into the Perdans Campe, and 
viewed the lame; next, hee eſpped the arene Tents , and thi⸗ 
ther he wen! : and comming co one ofthe Zouldiers, demaun⸗ 
ded whoſe Tent that was, who anſwered bin, that it was the 
Kings of Hungaria, ànd from thence he went vato the whice 
Terts, and asked of a Donldier whoſe that was, who tote 
him, that it was the Pꝛinces of Sparta; at laſt hee eſpved the 
red Tents, which he bery wel! kacw co be his Fathers, which 
cauſed an extreame feare in him, leaf his Father ſhould bes 
alſo come againſt che Zhefſal:ans,and comming thither , hee 
met wich one ef his Fathers knights, of whom he demanded 
the cauſe of the comming of the Bobemian Bing into acta? 
The knighr pꝛeſeutip thought that hes was the blacke knight, 
of who en ſuch generall commendation had bin giuen and thers 
fo2e told him the whole cauſe of cheir comming, and witiali , 
that the Bungartans and Dparcans were en their fide:which 
Relves lo teuius d the blacke knight, chat his joy exceeded.

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The Perſtans all thi 3 whito i2Wed the behauiour of © the 
blacke B 1 91 „And likewiſe Sy with viedge of his comming, 
was co ne tage hearing ofthe whole fizld, which cauſed ma- 
ag thanſands to falke their toits te hehold hun, which her 
no ſo er bcheld, dit getting himſelke into the middeſt of the 
Plaiue, which was betwirt che two Campes, and wauing his 
{pcare aboue is creEt, challeaged the Peraus, who behol⸗ 
ding their terroz came agaius to togiuoat tem, cod faring 
one auother : Ar laſt, one Brant a migtty ffrong night, 
belonging tothe Boſphoze of Thrace, one ofthe Contributa⸗ 
ries, buckled on his Ar nour, and mount ing himſcife, came 
out to meet the blacke Knight, who no ſ@ner eſpied him, but 
putt ing ſpurs to his hozſe, incountred the Perſfag with ſuch 
fury, that with the blaty of his ſpeare which hit kim full in che 
fight of his beuer, and ſhinering tato ſmall pieces, ſtrucke into 
his bꝛaine, whers wich he tumbled from his hozſe dead: which 
the Perſians ſæing, nons of them would come fozth at tha: 
time, ſo that the blacke night departed greatly diſcontented 
chat hee could make no further poke of his valonr, leauing 
thauſands p2aifing him, ſome commending his perſon, ſome his 
tcomelinsſſe, ſome his curteſie, and all his pꝛoweſſe: and as hee 
was geing towards the Caue, he eſpyed the crope of Soldiers 
that lay hiddea in thoſe wods, which made him wonder great⸗ 
ly, but would not inquire of any, becauſe he knewchem to bee 
his SubieaF#by their flags: ſa p2tuily getting into the Caue, 
be declared to the Out lawes what a wulticude of ſouldiers 
were come into the Count rep. | 

Mhileſt he was tn this diſcourſe, one of the Ont-lawes

ing halte a mile a ſcaver bpon a gediy platine, where they 
Were no ſoner met with their Armies , but there began the

15p this tine the Thesalians were iflucd cut of the Titic:

of two hour es, in ail which time neither parcy had aduantage 
of other, but Fill the Perſtans kept with a head, chat che ads 
uerſe partie could not b2cake their rankes. Allo by this time 


Dion: ſius was come nere the battell, which when the Perfi- 


ans ſaw, they could not cell what to thinke: likewile the Thel⸗ 
ſaltans woadzed at the Vrungarians and Spartans, alla iga- 
x ing leſt they had bin Perftans: at laſt Oioniſius(being inhis 


vouth a moſt b2aue and gaiianc ſouldier) ſettiug ſpurres to his 


hoꝛſe, ranne furiouſly agaiaſt a Perũan knight, aud with his 
Kaunce frucke him through the body, wherewith his kozces 
joyned with the Bohemians, which ſomewhat diſcomftted the 
Werſians, whereupon began ſuch ſhiuering ofLances, clatts- 
ring of ar:;nour,ſonndiag of trumpets, beating of Dummes, 
neighing of Hozſes, that all ths Citie was filled with the noile 
thereof: wherewith Oliuia, Laurana and the reit of the Thels 
ſaliau Ladies, were cometo the topof a tower ta behold ehem:

Tho blacke Kaight hauing continued an heure and moze 
ti this crnell night, hauing l-ughtere3 many of the 2 arſtaas, 
waucs h's \wo2d aboue his head: whick cc Tyeſſaliaa hozſe⸗ 
men perceiuing, made a head after hin, aad op his valour 
diirauckt the Perſtans, and was go:ceatico the uidſt of the 
2crfian battaile, and with im che Bing of o g 4, O ſtus 
and ttze Pꝛince of parta, whon he very well! ar w, where 
thguſants ef the Perllans dpcn,by the vacanquerable fo2ce of 
theſc worthy knights. At laſt they foiire eacountred with 
fours ofthe Tontributarics, two of them being the bꝛethꝛen 
of Braite-, two of the valianteſt kvigyuts that fuer wers in 
Perfia, erceding the oꝛdinarp ſtature of men, the ane named 
Brandor, the other named Ramon Ths black knight encoun⸗ 
cred Brandor, the Bing of Hungaria entcountted h won, and 
the P3ince of Sparta, and Ociſtus the other two: betweene 
whom began ſuch a truell battell, that the carch was all ſtai⸗ 
ned with the blood 50 illued from them. Tu this cruell man⸗ 
ner they continued by the ſpace of haifc an houre, wherewith 
the blacke knight was ſo inraged, (&ing himleife refiftcd by 
one Perkian,that all his ſeaces were curae* into fary,and ta⸗ 
kiag his ſwoꝛd ia both his hands, he ſtrucke ſuch a blowat 


Brandor, that with the foꝛte thereof his ſwoꝛd by;

Pariſmus hearing the contents of this 5 Harmonie, 
and knowing the vayce ta ba te vortuons |. +17 anacs, wis ig 
cantentedlv pleaſed with p lame, that bis A wers dzawae 
into a dinae tontemplation of her perſeatons, wherew be 
contiaued a great ſpace, at - rg whea bæ heard "_ ſweet 
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delighting Harmony to ceaſe, he caſt bp his eye to the wi? 
dab; to ſc il hes could haue a ſight ot his bloged thꝛough the 
Slaſte, whereofhe was diſappsinted, by reaſon the candle 
Was ſuddataly extinct, which d: aue him into ſund2y cogitati- 
ons how he might giue any taTance onto her ofhis beeing 
there, but ſaw no poflible meaues, being a thouſand times 
iu mind? toknocke at the ſtaires dee that came into the Gars 
den, from which he was dilconraged, by as many contrary 
doukts, leaf he ſhould put her in ſome ſodainef8a:e, by ſuch 
vawonted nopſe: Againe, he knew uot. who might bee in 
her company, which might hea meanes co bzing her name 
12queſtion , ifhe ſhould be ſgne there.

Fariimus reaped 
ſuch ſweet conteat from this Uirgins pure deligbtfull hodfe , 
that he was altogether vawilling to lean? her pleaſant imb2as 
er116Gs, but at lat, remeinbzing his eſtate, told her that ha 
wail. works uch meaues fo ſafeauard of her honour, as ſhe 
ſhouto we'l ake of; ſte pwze oule with weeving epes and har⸗ 
ty fighes, bad him adiue; Biadlp killing at the p.irtiaghe gaue 
her a rich Jewel, which he deſired her to weare foz his ſake, 
and tokefromher finger a Riag, vhich he pꝛomiſed hee would 
£verlaffingly weare as her fauour, :

During which 
time, Pariſmus {krowne by the name ofthe blacke knight did 
fightinany bꝛaue combates Wihe Berſtans, by which mcanes 
the Curt of Dioniſias was filled with the rectounding ecchdes 
of ext ding pꝛaiſes made in commendation of his pꝛowes and 
and vnconque res chiualry,but moſt ok all ther wondzed at bis 
Krangeacfie to be knowne , and the rather, koz that none 
t ouid leatas where he made his abode,knowing that it could 
not be farre fromthe Citie. Fa 

The Berſan Pellenger made ſuch expeditien in perfo2- 
ming his meſſage, that in ſhoze ſpaces there were gathered to⸗ 
gether of ſundzy Rations, auother mighty Armp: firſt came 
the Bing of Natolia, beiag nearely allped tothe Perſlan, wich 
a greatArinp of Natolians, the Bing of Libia, with thirty 
thouſand KLibiaus, and the Ring of Liciz, with foꝛty thouſaad 
men at armes, and of Phrygia twenty thonſand: and to rs- 
paire the decaped Cape of the Bing of berſia, came fifty 
thouſand. This laff Army (one landed in Thedalie, and pits 
ohed their Tents on the plaine of Pharſalia,ofwhoſe appꝛoach 
both the Perfians and Theſſaliaus had knowledge, to ths 
comkoꝛt ofthe one, audto the diſcomfozt and terroz of the a- 
ther : by meanes whereof , the Theſſaltans being befoze in 
mirch, began ts ware carefuli of their eſtate: and therefo2e 
fent twenty thouſand hozſemen well armed out ofthe Citie, to 
this end, that at all times they might ſuccoz them with a freſh 
ſupply, foꝛ that they knew thep ſhould need all the helpe they

Dionifius, the Bohemian Ring, the King of Hungaria, the 
P31ace of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Ofiris, and Oriſtus likewiſe 
ifued out vpon the Perſian Fozces ia ſenerall Troupes , 
which ſo amazed the Natolians, Phzpgtans, and the other 
Nactoas of the Armie , that they maruailed whence the 
Zyefaltans could haue ſuch apde, but their comming among 
them au ſuch a ſuddains, made ſo cruall and mighty a ſlaughter 


that by that time the day was £caded, thop had flaiue of the 


Perſtans fif:p chouſaad, which cauſed them euer after to bee 
ntoze cireumfpect and wary» All the Seuldiers being retirea 
tuts their places, the blacke knight likewiſe withdzew him⸗ 
elke towards the Mod, Pollipus haning all this dap very di- 
ligenclp followed him, being almeſt come ta the Wes fide , 


ler ſpurres to his Hozſe, and auer take the blacke knight who 
_ eſpying him, ſtaped his comming, and knowing him to be the 


knight with whom he had combated to day, by the the Faul⸗ 
cons og his Armour, moſt kindly ſaluted him, and demauaded 
what might be the canſe of his comming vato hen. Who re⸗ 
piyed thus: BoT wo2thy knight / quoth he ) my humble 
ſuit vato pou is, that you would vauchſafs me ſo much fanour, 
as to let me vader ſtand the cauſe yeu refuſed the Combats 
with me this day: Gentle knight (quoth Pariſmus) vou mult 
agcds pat don me koz that, bntill J know whether you are the 
worth Pollipus of Phrygia, whom ] judge you to be by thoſs 
Armes. 

Indeed (quoth he) J am the ſaid Pollipus, and the chiefeff 
cauls of my camming bucs pou, is mp earaefi dere to be ac⸗ 
quainced with you, though vnwoꝛthp, foz that J know you 
could not come to the knawledge of me, but by ths vertuaus 
Pariſmus, who is now dead, in whoſe defente if you bears 
armes, J will with yan doe my exvenour to rruenge hu peach 
agaialt mine awas Country, foz Jam thereunts bound. 
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{Wozthy knight (quoth he ) il pon will vonchſafets taks 
fach ſumple entertainsment as my peze lodging doth affozd,

ended ( which was pꝛouided by the Out⸗lawes, and cleaue 
iy dꝛeſt by the Damozell, ) Pariſmus declared vuto him the 
whole circumſtance of his Tragedy, wherewith, Pollipus 
was ſo in wardly vered cs heare of Sicanns falſhwd , that he 
vowed foz euet to remaine his pꝛofeſſed Enemy, they conti- 
nued in the Cans all the night, the one recounting vaco the o- 
ther their fozepaſſed frieadſhip, at laſt it was concluded be- 
twixt then, that pollipm ſhould contmue there, e therfs2s pꝛo⸗ 
nided him other Ar moz, that thereby he might not be knowane.

Remus to he chePeſſenger:who comming tothePerflanKing, 
told him, that Dionifius King of Thetlalic did defire to parley 
with his Highnelſe whom he knew not that he had any way 
offended. Whoſe mefſagethe Perſian King kindly accepted, 
ind vpoa his kiagly pʒomiſe pzotefted to continue a Truce fo; 
that dap, appoint ing the place of meeting, ts be on the Ereae 
vsfo2s the Met Gate of the Citp: whithor be came with the 
Kiags that were with him, aud Sicanus his Bonne: whither 
niſo Djonufius, and the King of Bohemia, With all the reſt of

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the Potentates oa the Zhefſalian partylkewiſe came. Sany 
chings being alledg sd on both des, d one in accꝛſation of $1. 
-anms, the other in defence of his inascencie, at laſt by conſent 
of all, a peace was tconctuded fa; twenty dapes, aàad ou ths 
: ontieth dap, it was concluded that this coutrouerfie ſhould 
he decided by battell, and the conditions were theſe: That if 
Dioniſius could not bꝛing thze Bnights to combat with the 
of the Perſians, that then he ſhould aeknawledgs gimſeiſs 
ſubjec to the Perſian Ring, and alſo ſhauld deliuer ta 5:icanus, 
his fatre daughter Laurana, to be at his diſpofition, and $ica-

Duriag which time of peace, Pariſmus and Pollipus would 
vluallp come abꝛoad both armed in whiceArmoz,withPlames 
of white keathers, and white Dt@ds gallancly,attired aud bes 
held the Porſians and Theſſalians continuallpecuery day com⸗ 
bat ing foꝛ tr pall of their manhod, but ſtill the Phꝛygiau Zoy. 
lus. and the two Porſtans, Brandor and Ramon boze away the 


victozp, that ths Theſſaltans would no moze eucounter with 


them: which dꝛaue Dioniſius into ſuch a dæpe ſtudy what 
knights to pꝛouide agaiuſt the appointed day of? combats, al- 
together deſpatring ofthe blacke knight, foz that he had not 
bene ſeene a long time amongſt them, and alſo foz that Oriſtus 
and Oſiris were ſo grieuouſſy hurt, that it was tmpofſible fo; 
them to recover their health by the time appointed. Pariſmus 
hearing of this concluſion, told Pollipus, that if he would ac- 
company him to be one of Lauranaes Champions, he would 
befs2 euer bound to requice that curtefie: whichgoatle regneft 
Pollipus kindly actepted.

b;ance of which ertremities,cauſed her to burſt fozth in theſe 
erclamatious.: Poſt vnhappy and acsurſed wzetch that J 
am, how can J txclaims ſufficiently again® my hard De⸗ 
 Ktgies, that haue bzought me in danger of him whom Jni93s 
tally hate. whole very name is odious in my hearing, who by 
his treacher ie hath robbed me of mp hearts delight, and conti⸗

uiled by the erſians ts delude hum withall, that her ud all 
the reſt were dꝛiuen into ſuch an extaſie, that thepſate line ren 
| amazed, not kaowing how oz which way ta {ane themlelues 
'- from diſhogour. 
g Laut ana like wiſe ſæ ing her erpectationcroſſed , and doub⸗ 
ting now the woꝛſt, wared faiuc with inward griefe, and 
the liueip red began to fade out of her Chekes, chat ſha Hay 
faine from the place where ſhe ſate, had He not bene reuined 
with a ſuddaine ſhowt the veople made, who eſpyed the thꝛer 
Chapions come 3 along the ple ines, which ſo reuiued 
4 | the 
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the rebated hearts ofthe Ttcalians, that they ſemed like 


mea nefwlp raiſco from deathralife. The ſodaine rezoycing 
ſomewhat daunted the Perſians, becauſe they were befoze 
perſwaved they ſhould haue the tonqueſt without hattell, aud 
alſo they fear od leaſt the blacke Kaight ſhould be one ot them 
that werethe Combatants. 

By this time barilmus Poliipus, andthe Out-law were 
come to the Liffs;theirArmours being ſiluered all suer, their 
Apparell, Piumes and Steds all white, their Staues, Capa- 
riſons aud Fornitures ail alike, nothing differing in all their 


Oznaments, but that Pariſmus woze the Scar ffe Laurana had 


ſent him, and Pollipus in his Creſt a freſh bzanch of blomed 
Palme, and hauing in moſt gallant mauner marched twice oz 
thzice about the Liſts, chep tame backe to the Races end, and 
thersattended to kuow Dioniſius pleaſure. , 

Pariſmus ſtiil hauing his epes ſeated on the vertuous Lady 
Laurana at laſt Dioriſus came dowae from the ſeate of State, 
and moſt kindly ſaluted him, telling them, ſiate it was their 
pleaſure ſo much to doe him honanr,as to become his Comba⸗ 
tants, he would if it pleaſed God to graunt themthe Uicto2p) 
not be vamiadfull of cheir courteſfe, noz vngratelull fog their 

aines. 

l No ſoner was Dioniſius Seated againe, but the Trumpet 
{accozding to the wouted manner,) began to ſummon theſe 
Dhawpians tothe battell. Pariimuslokiag backe bpon Lau- 
rana, (as iffrom thence he had fetcht his bæing,) waned his 
Launce aboue his bead, aud the Champions met with ſuch 
fury,that ſhiuer iug their Launces into a thouſand peces,they 
paſſed by without any harme at all, thendzawing their lwazds 
pariimus encountred Zoylus, Pollipus Braador, andthe Duts 
{1w Ramon, betwæne whom began a moſt ſier ce, terrible, and 
truell battell, that iu ſhozt ſpace their Armozs fle w in peecss, 
and the blond ran dowue abundantly on either party, in which 
moſt cruell fight, they continued foz the ſpace of two houres, 
neither party ſeeming to pelo. At laſt Pariimus being iura- 
ged at the dalour of his enemy, and knowing that it was new 

no 
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no time of dalliance , becauſe hee ſaw the Outlaw begin to 
faint agapled the valiant Zoyius fo fiercely , tyat he could 
ſcarcely withſtand his fur ie, and ſone had dyed bp the vn⸗ 


tonquering arme of Pariſmus, but that the Out⸗law had re- 


te iued ſuch a wound by the hand of Ramon, that he fell dowae 
dead vader his Hozſe, which ſomewhat refreſhed Zoylus, fo 
that Ramon taking the aduantage, aiſo afapied Pariſmug , 
which dꝛaue him to his vttermoſt ſhifts. At laſt he efpped a 
peece of Armour bꝛoken from Ramons arme,; in which place 
hie gaue him ſuch a wound, that he let his Bozſe rapnes fall , 
and his Sted being at libertie, began to wander diſozderlt 
about the lifts. Z oy lus in the meane time being, well refreſhsd 
with the ayde of Ramon, ſtrokt ſuch a fozcible blow at Pari 
mus, that it pierced his Armour oa his left Arme, and lighted 
ſo full on his Thigh, that hee was grieuouſly wounded, which 
blow, turaed Pariſmus ſences iuto that extreame furp, that 
with all his foꝛce, friking with both his hauds at Zoy lus her 
ſmote him on the head wich ſuch furie, that he fell downe froa! 
his Hoꝛſe: at which blow all the field ſhowced, and Pariſmas 
word burft. 
Dur ing which time, the other two Champions contt- 
nued the TCombat mot bzanelyand with much commendation, 
but greatly to the diſaduantage of Brandor, who was mighty 
fkrang and a big⸗soned Katight,and ſtruckehis blowes with 
ſ\uchfo2ce,that had npt Pol ip. mmblpauopded them, he could 
not haue endured his light. At latf 0 l!:pus having eſpped his 
aduantage, thzuſt at Brandor with ſuch kozce, that the Swozd 
lighting full on a b2{ke place of his Armour, rau quite tho⸗ 
row his body, and he ſell downe ſtarke dead: by which time, 
Ramon had recoucred his ſences:aad fing banſmus to haue 
vanquiſhed Zovlas, allapled hig (weaponlefſe as he was) and 
wonnded him ta two 02 thꝛæ plates, but ſwac Pariſmus got 
within him, claſped him in his armes, and with maine fo2eg 
thꝛewohim fo2th of his laddle, and in the fall burſt his ſhoulder, 
Whereof he died: wherewith the whole afſetnbly gaue ſuch a⸗ 
not her ſhout that the earth ſcemed to ſhake with the vopces, 
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pzeſcutly che wh die States n the Tas f2lian pa ty, ccaduded 
the Combatauts t ith au ſelemnitie, vuto a maſt rich Pauil⸗ 
lion, er eaosdo e vfoꝛz the ſame purpeſe: where they were na 
ſauer arciued but 0. thus mt louiagly embaced them in 
his ac1c9,05d 'vity infinite curteſies thanked them foz ch err 
patiacs,pefiring them to vaarme themſclucs, that bis Phpüti⸗ 
ons 2:3%ht ſearch their wounds, which they refuſed to doc, vn⸗ 
kill tye conditions and cousnants of the combate were pertoz⸗ 
med b. the Bing of Perſia, who hearing their 4aft regueſt 
{ £culd not intiac honourable Aſſembly fo much diſhoncur 
himſeltc as to bꝛeake his wozd) pi ſently nave oder that all 
hs Fozces ſhould be diſmiſt. And alſo calling 5:c2ns vita 
him, cok. auded hin vpouthe duty and reuerence he bare vn⸗ 
tohiu, to ccuſc ſle the certaintp indeed, whether he oz any by 
his pꝛocure nent has ſlaine Pariſmus. Mp L 02d and 5 Father 
C Cuothhe } tytherzugrence J owe pour Haieſtie, ans the 
ref ofthe Rings inthis àemble, vuder your hononrav. 8c02- 
rentocs, J denounce him fo a villamme and Z:apioz, that acs 
cuſeth me faz Pariſmus murther. 

In the like reuerente tothis moſt Yonourable Aſſemblie 
(quoth Pariſmus,) J returne that villaine and Traytoꝛ to thy 
ſelfe Sicanus : fag that thou lieſt, fo2 thou hyꝛedſt thaw of thy 
Tartatians, Wpꝛomiſes of great pzeferment,who the ſame day 
that Pariimus was miſſing, murthered him moſt treachcrowuſly 
in the Wiod here hy, my ſelfe found his body, aud here J ſtand 
to pꝛoue againſt the, that like a villaine aud a Trap oꝛ thou 
didſt chis der d: In whole behalfe, J dare thee to che Combat, 
aud fo: afmuch as thou thinkeſt Hariſmus had no friends fog co 
maintaine his juſt quarrell, I charge thee as thou art a knight, 
and honsureſt Armes not to refuſe the Tombace: which chal- 
teage >icana< in great rage exteptee t pꝛeſently went to arme 
himſelke thin ing that he might eaſily becuercome,fo2 that he 
was already grieuoully wounded, Doe What Dion us and 
the King of Bohemia could, Pariſinus ſtillvemandedthe Com⸗ 
bacc-whoſ; conſtaacie and reſslutionthep maruaued at, and 
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the whole agembly were ſo dr ous of his conguc tt, that with 
applauds and commeadations, they ertolled bis honourable 
reſolutio N. f 
Laura na li ing her Cbampion readp tg vndertake a freſh 
hat tell, came to him, and with heartie chankes fo; his honou⸗ 
rable paints taking in ber behalfe, deſfred him to defi from 
the tombate, io that it might much endauger his perten, pa- 
riſmus lighting from his Bogſe, reucrcncly àiſſed her haad, 
the bery touch whereof, reuiued his ſpirits with joy, and told 
her, that if it wers her pleaſure Pariſmus w2ongs tHonld goe 
vpareuenged, he would defiff ; otherwiſe, being bowed her 
oe knight, he would either at that inffant make Sicanus 
conteſſe hus treaſon, oʒ ſpend his lateſt b3zeath ia purſuit okchat 
guarrell : and therefaze he moſt humbly cr aued her pardon. 
Laurans with a curtous eps marked him whileft rhat hes 
talked with her, aud though 52 were much altered, and chaa⸗ 
ged his voree as cunungiy as might bee, pet ſhe dewer it 
like the Boyce of her deare Pariſmus which ſhe was the rather 
induced vnta, foz that ſhe ſaw a Ring on his finger thai Se 
had befoze giuemto bariſmus which dzaue her into ſuch au a 
gonie betweens hope and diſpaire , that had ns: her Father 
aud maay others beas by, ſhee had there reſolned her ſelke 87 
that doubt: wherewith, and with the ſight. of the bla chat 
iſſned out of his wounds, ſho endured ſuch an in war d afflicti⸗ 
on and to2ment of made, that her ſentes were oucrmairrey 
with a pitikull re zard of his efface, Eur: pzcicntly came Sr 
canus maunted on his Courſer, ſo dariſtwus humbly takins his 
leaue of Laur na, Msunted his Sterd, aad comming toward 
Sicanus, began to bnbuckte his white Armour, which was ſg 
artificially made, that it was but ataſe to his armour bader⸗ 
neath, which was as ſoner off, but her was p3otentiy koowne 
to ber the blacue Anight cpat had kought lo valtiautip ia the 
behalte of Tnedilie, gad had flaine ia ſeuerall C cinbates an 
tacredible number ot Persaus, which lo daunted the Hearts 
of the Perſtans, that they aiotted vine the coaguelt, betfeze 
euer that he began he Tonpale, 5 
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The blacke kuight at che firſt encounter, burſt two of the 
Combatants ribbes, and in ſhozt tune with ſozeihle blswes, 
beat him frou his Hoe, and alighted to haue parted his head 
from his ſhoulders, but the Bing of Pernaſœing his Sonae 
in that periil, ranne to the place, and deſired the black Bnight 
to ſpare his life, which he obtained: And vnlac ing his Vel⸗ 
met to g ine him bꝛeath, found chat it was not Sicanus, but au⸗ 
other Baight that he had hyꝛed in his (cad, foz that himſelke 
durſt not meete ſo daltant a Buight hand to hand: Tish Pa. 
riimus ſœing, in great rage would have ſlaine him, but hee 
was diſſwaded by Pollipus. This cowardly Jeſt was ſo odt- 
ous, that euer after Sicanus was acc ounted the moſt recreant 
Knight liuing, but being of a ſhameleſſe diſpoſition, he no⸗ 
thing regarded the lame.

==)] bare to his val peakabile commendation, 
was with Pollipus ta moſt baue and try- 
, | Umphanc manner conducted vnte the Pal- 
| late, with the noiſe of Dzums, Trumpets, 

— and ringing of Bels, by the Kings of The- 

8 — ſalie, and Bohemia, and by the Perffan 
Binge. Woo fo well liked the blacke knights behautont, that 
they reſolued ts ſfayſome dayes there, as well to be acquain⸗ 
ted with this valiant knight, as allo te doe him all the honour 
they tould, though by bis valanr they had loſt the vigozie. 
The ftretes where they paſſed, wers bpthe Citizens ftrawed 
with flowers, the wiudewes and dees, and houſe tope, were 
filled with abundance of people, (that they ſemedlike ſtages) 
that came to behold thoſe Csuguer urs. Dome pzefented 
tem 
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them with Sarlands ef Bapes, in token of victo2p » {one 
with Koſes, ſome with gifts, ſome with commendation, euerp 
one with ercaving pzaples of cheir valour, that it were a tedis 
dus topis to rehearſe the manifold honours that were done 
them as thsp paſſed along the ſtrætes: and as they paſſed by 
the Par chants houſe, where Pariſmus had lately eſcaped ths 
danger sf the dogs, he eſpyed Violetta ſtanding iu her fathers 
deze, attended by two oz the Paides, very neatly appa- 
relled, who pzeſented pariſmus With a moſt rich embꝛodered 
fcarffe,fs artificially wzought, that it excelled allt he moſt cu- 
rious woꝛkes in Theilaly : wherein ſhe had mot cxquifitely 
dzawne out the whole manner of Pariſmus aducuture with 
her in her fathers hauſe, which gift he moſt kiadip accepted, 
being by that tine he had viewed the ſame , come to the Pal- 
lace , where they wcre welcommed by che Qucene and her 
Daughter Laurana, with ſounds of Puſtcks , aud exceding 
joy: afcer the Queene had vſedſome fpeches, Laurana moſt 
ee, thaaked hin, that he vouchſaled to be her Champion, 

but her countenance hewzaped her inwar d care aadher ſad 
behauiour, ver mourofull choughts, her minde being dꝛawne 
to the extreameſt limits ofreſpite , and gm en ouer it ſelte ts 
the moſt bitter pan gs of lozrowfull meditation, that Paritmus 
maruailed to ſæ her canſtant reſalut ion, that could be altered 
by no meanes- of jop, noz once fo2get him that had bene {0 
long miſſing. ODioniſiuo like wiſe welcommed thither the King 
of Pcrfia, aad the reſt of the Rings iu his company. whoſe rop⸗ 
all entertatunent was marnailoufly liked, and commended 
of all. 

The Champions atcozding as tte cuſtome was) were 
ſeated at a table o2dained fo2 p ſame pur poſe, with great ſkate 
and Di»mi4us and the King of Bohemia came vnto them (as 
the manner was with them) todiſarme them fo2 their moze 
honourable entertainement. But Pariſmus ſœing his Fathet 
comming to doe an offencs of duty to him, roſe from his ſeate, 


and kneeliag downe requeſted a boue ac his hands: the Bing 


of Bohemia, ſeeing him kuatele, willed him to aſke what _— 
would 
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would haus bene his requeſt) wondzed what reaſon he had ta 
aske par don foz his Sennes enemies and ſaid vuts him. Sir 
knight, 3 would gladly know why you aske par don foz them 
that haue murderes mySoan?e? e Loꝛd anſwered he, becauſe 
Pari'mus is liuing, wherewith he pulled off bis Helmet, and 
the Bing his Father knew him, and caught him in his armes, 
with luch erceding joy, that the trares ran downe his white 
heard in aboundance. 

Dioniſius and Oliuia like wiſe eſpying him, embꝛace d him, 
with a thouſand hearty welcomes, and the whole Coure was 
filled with ercerding joy fo; his returne. The King of perſia 
and all the reſt ot his partie likewiſe came vato him, and def- 
red him to remit all diſcontent, that had paſſed betwixt them, 
loꝛ that now they did repent them foʒ the injury thep had done 
to him : the liks honour there was done to ths Ph2ygian Pol. 
lipus, all admiring the wonderfull vercues of Parifmns : and 
recguntiag the famous ads he had done, ſæmed to be rauiſhed 
in mind with jay that it was he, that had ſo hononrably defen⸗ 
dedhimſelfeagaiaft all kntghts that did combate with him. 
Pzeſentip thep were all ſeated ata moſt ropall Feaſt. Where 
Pariſmus befoze the King of Peta, and all the Kings pꝛeſent 
rehearſed the whole truth al Sicanus cauſpirac is againffhim, 
and hobo he was pꝛeſerued, and how that he had lived euer 
fincs in the Caue amougſt the Out lawes, and how he came 
by the blacke Armour, which diſcourfe did fo much dilgrace 
Sicanus,and extoll his owne counneadations, that cnery ons 
rejoyced at his god foʒtune, and coatemaed Sicanus fal bed. 

Pariſmus hauiug ended his diſcourſe, maruailed that hee 
could not ſee Laurana to welcome him, but ſhe being nothing 
delighted with any newes, but of his returne, aud nothing 
at all thinking he had bene her companioa all that while, ab- 
ſented her ſeife from their company, foz that herfancies were 
atherwiſe buſted,and had with dzawue her ſeife co her Cham⸗ 
der, onslyp accompanied by Leda her maide. Dioniſius 5 

that 
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that Laurara was not thore, willed one of his Gentlemen ia 
the hearing of Pariſmus, to ſigniſie vuto her, that her Champi- 
on ſtaped foʒ her welcome. Pariſmus hearing his ſpæches, de⸗ 
fired him tho fauour, that he might goe and viſit her himſelfe, 
wherewith Dioniſius was wellcontented,andhe,and pollipus 
with him, being vnarmed wen to Lauranacs lodging, Which 
they kound faſt ſhut, but Pariimus langing to behald her per⸗ 
fections whereby his life was maintained, knockt at the doze, 
and Leda cams and opened che ſame, who ſeeing him, was ſo 
ſur pꝛiſed with jop, that ſhe ran in againe witheut ſpeaking a 
wozd, and told her Piſtreſſe that Pariſmus was at the dæze: 
at which wozd, Laurana ſtarted, ſaping: IA pzay the doe not 
tozment me wich theſe newes of jop, foz J know they caunot 
be true,fo2 full often thou haſt kindlp decsiued wp expectates 
on. Dears Piſtris (laid ſhe) belteus me it is moſt true, and 
aga ine ran to the doe, telliug him that her ꝙiſtris would ke 
very glad to ſo him. 

Pariſn,us entre d the Chamber, and with ſuch feruency de- 
{ighted himſelfe to behold her pzcſence,that his wits wers ra⸗ 
wiſhed with a heausn ofjoy,and Laurana hauing eſpyed him, 
was lo ſurp213ed with vertuous amazement, to behold his pers 
ſon, that the ceares ffod in her eyes, andher heart leapt in 
her bꝛeaſt. Mho being met, woſt Iduingly kift each other, ſo 
much lurfeit ing with delight eachof others pꝛeſeute, that their 
ſpech was turned iuto a delighttull embꝛacing ofhearty can- 
tout, not to de orpzefſed : which being ended, Laurana tame 
to Pollipus, and weltommed him, with ſo ſweet a kiſſe, that 
bad ſhe not beasthe beloued of Pariſmus, he would haue vow- 
ed himlelfe her coatinuall ſeruant. At laſt Laurana being raut- 
ched with beyoldiag her deare Pariſmus, taking him by ths 
hand, vitered theſe wozds. |

and there left them whileſt theytoke oꝛder to releaſe the reſt 
ol the P2iſoners from their miſery, which were a great num⸗ 
ber, among ſt whom were manyBnights offrangeConatries, 
that they admired the cruelty ofthe Tyꝛant Druball which ex⸗ 
ceded the compaſſe of teaſon .

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The Pzince hearing this report, was wonderfully cronbley

Ahich cauſed hun to conferre with Pcllipus, wha was trous 
bled with the very fame thought, and grounded their hopes 
thereon, thep determined to make triall chereof, but firſt 
th ep que ſtioned with Oſwalds ſeruants, te ſ if they could 
gat ter aay comfoztable repozt from them, who told zem, 
that it was a great while ſince they were in the Jland , an? 
therefoze hep :antd no wap infozus themthereof, 

Bat theſe noble Bnighes hearts were ſo reuined with this 
repozt of Andramart, that they afluredlp perſwaded them⸗ 
ſelues that they ſhould heart ſome newes of Laurana, and with 
that deterrinacion they made choiſe of ſuch of the Pyzates as 
they thought were fitcelf fog their guides, and with all the haſt

The Pirates hearing rhe courteaus ſpechcs of Pariſmus, 
hauing elſs in the time they had bene in his company noted 


his Pzincely behauiour, and on the other ſide, weighing the 


eſtate they remained in, being his Pꝛiſoners, on whom her 
mighs innig a cruell puniſhment if thep ſhould refuſe ts apde 
dim in the reque@& he had made, and alſo confleering the 
ltetle account Andramart had alwayes made of them, and 
che etueltie he bſed to them: All theſe coufiderationg wzought 
ſuch a chaunge in the heart of theſe poze ſlaues, tha: they 
frealy condiſcendad to follow his directions in any thing ha 
ſboula demaund. 

Pariſmus was glad of their gonſent, but feariugto truff 
them, he vrtered theſe ſpacches- p28, J thanke you foz your 
willingaeſſeto pleaſure mie, but pardon me though J make 
ſome queſtion of pour lopalt ie, foʒ that à haus bæn already de- 
ceined by meu of your pꝛofeſſlon: and as I ſuppoſe of Andra- 
marts ſeruants,by whoſe vafaithfulaeſſs theſemiſcriesthac we 
ere falae into haue happened.

The Pyꝛates ſ@ing this 
happy ſucceſſes, went au with pariſus and poll ipus, ts wars

Sitting intheirſecret ſh2oud,they eſpped lome 
of the ſeruants paſſe in and ont at the Caſtle gate, wtither they 
p;eſently went, and came to the Pozter with theſe ſperches. 
Porter ( quoth Pariſmus ) open the gate, ans let vs in. The 
Pozter ſœing them, was ſo amazed, that ſtod like one that 
were ſencelefe : but calling his better remembz3ancestoge- 
ther: Dir Kuight (quoth he) it is perilous to enter here, foz 
be aſſured if you sute come within the gates, it is impoſſibls 
foz you to returne. Goe t ( quoth Paritmus) open nie the 
gate. With that the Pozter began to ring a Bell, with all 
his foꝛce, but was ſene hindered tr om pꝛoceeding by Pollipus, 
who gaus him ſo derpe a wound on the arme, that he was in- 
fozced to let goe ; but that little time ofringing was a ſutfici⸗ 
ent war ning to thoſe within, who by multitudes came flock⸗ 
ing to the gate, and opened theſame. When pꝛeſentlp pariſ. 
mus offered to enter, but they being ſtrenger by reaſon ot 
their number, ſbut to the lame agaia, ⁊ run vata Andramart, 
who hearing their repozt, pzeſently commanded twent pr of 
his beft nights to arme themſelues, himſeife likewiſe being 
armed, and went downe to the gate, which b& commanded 
to be opened, and le ing us maze but onelyt wo Rnights, (him⸗ 
ſelfe got vouchlafing £5 ſpeake to them) commande his Ser⸗ 
uduts to Larry them to Pꝛilou, by which meages * 
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callon to enter withia the gare, where dzawing their ſwozds, 
they ſtod vpon their defeace, which Andramarts men began te 
laugh at, thinking them twitth to refit them: but it fell gut to 

Foz Pariſmus began to lap about him, and pollipus ts de- 

fend himſelfe, that immediately they had ſlaiae two of Andra. 
marts ſeruants, which the reſt perceiuing, all at ance begas 
to affaile theſe Cha npious:who placed themſelues is ſuch 035 
der, that they eaſiip with ſtod their (92cc, and by exquiſit (kill, 
farchered themſelues, that ſtill che aſſailants periHed, and in 
zt ſpace thep has ſlaiae one haife of them, aud the reft los⸗ 
ing their partie ſtill detreaſe began to dꝛaw backe, which 
tur aed to their deſtruction:foz thoſe nights perceiuing them 
to quaile, ſo furiouſly affaulted them, chat they all there ended 
their liues: which others that ſtod by perceiuing, fled tuto a⸗ 
nother Court, and ſhut a ſcrong Sate againſt the Knights that 
purſued them, and ia the meaae time, by the commandement 
of Andramait they were incloſed within that Court, by ſuch, 
as whilethey were in this Court, went out at a Poſtern gate, 
and laſt ned that Gate at which thep eutted, ſo ſucely, that it 
was impoſſihic foʒ them to get out, by which meanes they 
were incloled in that Court. 

* Wihish when thop beheld they perceiued it to be no other 
but a ftraag Pꝛiſon, fo it was tacompaſſed With a mighty 
Tone wall, and no paſſages , but the two gates, by which 
meanes they were betraped into the hands ofAndramart, vnles 
by ſome ſtcaugs meanes the ſhould be deliuered.

Pariſmus thus replped, If thou art the owner and ruler of 
this Caſtle (us J ſuppote then knobo, that we are ſuch as gas 
in ſearch ot a laſt friend, whom we aſſuredip thinke thou va⸗ 
iuſtlp detaineſt, foz none but thy ſelfe would doe ſuch a dC 
courteous ded:as alſo hearing the treacherptheu vſeſt to tra⸗ 
uailers.and the continnall outrages thou attempteſt by Sea, 
where ot we haue had ſufficient trpall, we determinately came 
a5 ell to fiade our loſt friend, as alſo to requice the diſccurte» 
fie we haue found by thy ſeruants, fince which our comming » 
thou knsweff what ws haue begun, and our determination 18 
to goe fozwards, vnleſſe thou wilt vouchſals vs v csurteſie to 
let vs ſie the Pꝛiloners thou detaineſt, which if thou denieſt, al⸗ 
ſure thyſelfs, we are fullp bent to purchaſe che thing wee 
tame fez, 0218 purſuit thereof, hazard qur deareſt blond :

A dramart hearing the ſpeches ef the veliant pariſmus, 
could not well tell in what ſozc to anſwer them ane while pur⸗ 
poſing to detaine them ia that place, but rot confidently truſt 
ing the ftrength chereof,that thought was ſone vaniſhed, then 
he began to conte aure that Laurara was the Lady, in Whoſe 
ſearch they tame, withall reweb;ing that if ſhe ſhould be tamn 
from him, would be moze grieuous then a thouſand deaths, 
he reſolney to offer them the fight ofthe Pꝛziſoners, fearing

heauie cale, ust being able to take one minutes reff. Jn which

Pariſmus on the other fide, had his mindetronbled with a

Manp other moſt louing and kind ſpeches paſtebeit ligpes, 8 
being often interrupted with ſwort Kifles, and hearty im- i 
d3zaciags, that in th delighe, they wopld haue continued a 
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long time, but that the defire Pariſmus had to acquaiat Polls. 
pus with this happie newes, and Lanrana to ſe her friend, 
cauſzd them to bꝛeake off and walke out bats him, who had 
quickly miſſes Pariſmus, and began earnsffly to inquire foz 
him: Ju which time ofhis abſence, hee had ſought in moſt pla- 
ces ofthe Caſtle, but fill mifſed the di rke paſſage wherein 
her was eutred, which dzaue him into a careful! wonder whar 


ſhould be become of him. TAhereupon te began greatip to 


fears that he was by ſome creachcrie indaugered, but ſudden⸗ 
ly in the middeſt of this his perplexit p, be eſpied him with 
L2urana comming towards him ; which fight ſo ercevingly 
rejopced his heart to ſe, that it was impoſſible to expꝛeſſe.

Likewiſe ſpeaking ts Adonius, ſhe greatly commended and 
kindly thanked him fo; his diligent leruice to Pariſmus, p3os 
miſing to reward him with all kindneſſe. 

So with exceeding jop 82 all ſides they ſpent the refk of that 
dap in pleaſant communications, hauing all things neceſſar v 
readilppꝛouided by Tell mor, and diligeatly maiſtred by ſuch 
pziſoners as had receiued their libertie: Who had now ſe 
well retreſhed themſelues with wholſome meates, that they 
were of lufficient ſtrength both koz their owne Tefenee, and 
the ſafrtic of thoſe that had ſet chem at libertie, whom they ex- 
ceedingly tendzed, co vadergoe aay danger. 

Which Pariſmus perceiuing, pzeſentip ſent a meſſenger fs 
Barzillus, to cert iſie him of their har pie ſucteſſe, who leaning 
the cuſtodie ofthe Paſſage to ſome of his truſtieſt Souldiers, 
came ts be partaker with them in cheirrejopciugs. 

Ont notwithſtanding, when all thenght there was us moze 
caule of ladneſſe, their quiet and pleaſures were darkency by

Pariſmus hauiag heard the ſumme of her Zragtcall repozt, 
teuld not chuls but grieue, eſpettallp to thinke of the mileris 
the bnd indured, and the death oſhispoung Donne, whom he 
had neuor line, that what with his and Laar anaes ſadues, all 
the wholecompany were growne imo deauineſſe. But with 
the comfoztabis perſwaſſons of Pollipus, the remembꝛante of 
zbeſe griefes were ſomwhat micigatsd. Paay dayesAafter they 
Kapd in this Caffle in god and quiet eſtate, vac ill the long ing 
defire Pariſmus had to returne into Thellalic , cauſed him to 
make pzouifion foꝛ his departure, | 

Tellamor hauing knowledge thereof, defired that hs would 
vouchſafe he might attend on him in his Trauailes, foz that 


bimſelfs was of Salwatia, Who travailing in the _ — 
er 
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Bitter that de tad loft, was taken by thoſs Ppꝛates, re rehears 
fing the whole truth ttereof ; whereby P. riimus kaewhimcs 
ye Bzothet vato the Damozell in whoſe reſcues Oſiris was 
waundsd, as hath begac befoze declared: which cauſed him ts 
make greater account of him then befsze he had dono, and ons 
ter taco a deepe in-flight of his fg2mer courteous behauiaur, 
aud with all the beit kindneſſe he could, pelied him thankes 
fo; the great friendſhip he had ſhowne him, aud his frigud Poi- 
lipus fince thsir art inall: cclizng him, that he naded not to 
make any further ſearch fozhis Siſl er, fog that ſhe was iu ths 
Court of Theffaly in gaahsalth, repeating the whole tir tum 
ffaace of the maay kind faueurs ho had found at her hands, 
and the manner how ſhe was takea by the Duc-lawes. 
WMhich newes much reiovced Tellamors heart, as alſo that 
he had liued ta beſo happie, as to be 6&@ms? of ſo wozthy a 
Kaight as Pariſmus was: that hauing aFarance ot his Sifters 
ſaletie, and his owne happie Foztuns, to haue ſo ft an occaſion 
ts cid hiarſelfe from boadage, he euer afcer indenoured by all 
dutifull meaues ts grow furcher into his god fauout. 

Pariſmus and Laurana, remaining in happie and peaceable 
tontente dusſſe, by meanes oftheir god ſuceefſs,haviug reſpite 
to view others griefes, began co aste the (ad counteagace of 
pollipus, which befoze they din not obſerne : Which cauſed 
Pariſmus (aſpect that his old Moꝛe was not cured, which was; 
his Loue to Violetta, wherein he apmed aright : fog Pollipus 
ſ(@iug his trauels fo Laurana were at an end, began to vefire 
ko heare ſame newes of Violetta. 

Aud thangh there was no likslihed fo; him 10 attaine her 
L ous, pot the excreamit is of her affections were ſuch, that hie 
chought he cavld ns way conteathimſelfe better, then toſpeup 
the roft of his life ta her ſeruise, (fiii purpofiag ( accozding to 
a moſt noble aad conffanc Reſslution,) neuer to defiff from 
Kowiag the trus zeale he bars to purchaſe her fauqur. Dfcen- 
tunes h could ſpead many haures in ſecyst complaints aas 
P3zoteTacions of his trueundlopall Lone: wher in (ascozding 
to the humours of Lone fiche people) hes thought he did in 
ſoma meaſurs eals his heart · Which 
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TUhich behaniour of his, Violetta well no: iag, (as beiag 
infected with the ſelfe-ſame dileaſe) would okcentimss inter, 
rupt him ia his ſad Lameatations with ſuch conteits, that Pol- 
lipus wondꝛed to ſie ſuch wiſdome in a Bop : but by reaſoa 
that ſhe was takea to be to other thea a Boy; hee eniredints 
n9deper confideratien of ber actions. In the (lea Fight» 
time Violetta did with ſuch kindneffe affect his complaiats, 
that when he ſighed, ſhe line wiſe ſighed: and if he chanced at 
any time ta complains of his har d Foztune, Violetta would ag 
olten blefſe the heppie time aad boure when ſhe firft ſaw him, 
and that ſhe was ſo happie to be belaued of fo hononrable a 
Baight. The variable difference of whoſe jopes were con- 
frary : foz Pollipus (little thinking his Vi. letta had bene ſo 
exre him) continnally ſpent his time in heautacfſs,net being 
any wap able to comfoz2t himſelfe with any hope cf attatntag 
his wiſhed deſit e, being oftentimes terrified with the remem⸗ 
b2ance of her lat dome, and deniall to his face; as alſo; the 
manifold miſchanches that might befall hor , 82 that ſh& had (a 
wilfully thznf her ſcife taco, witha thouſand other difpioaſanc 
thoughts, ſufficient enough to diſcourage any from pꝛeſum ing 
vpon auy god ſucceſſe. By weancs whereof, hi cout innally 
remained in mot heany and ſad e tate, ſtill deniflngiow ea 
taſe his heart of that cart it endured, where ia he greatly er- 
celled in Conſt auc ie the fickle and wandꝛing thoughes of di⸗ 
ners nowadapes, which ars eafily diſt our aged fram per ſiſt iug 
tu their firff reſolutions, vpon eueryſmall dilcamũture. 
Violettaes Jopes Were as exceding, as his ſoꝛtowes were 
ertreame ; fo: the bcheld gortiaualiy the Conſt auc ie that 
raignsd in his heart to her war ds, the noble guiſcs wherewich 
his minde was indued, the comiineſſe of his godly pꝛopoꝛzti⸗ 
on, which might well pleaſe a curious Ladpes eve, his v:- 
conguered Ualour and pzoweſſs whereby he acchicucd in ⸗ 
credible vicnozies with great Fame: the great friendſhip x 
courteous behauiour thatſo abundantiy flowed from his gen- 
tle heart, whereby ic was apparant that he did not diſdaine 
the meaneft perſon lining. 
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Beſidoes, heariog the contiauall complaints he made of her 
yard ſenteace, and the conſtancie of bis Reſolution. koz that 
te determined to ſpead his life in her ſernice : Aad all the 
pleaſure ſthetwRke in his company, being never from him ia 
"90 dap time, and his Bedfellow ia the night, that ſhe was 

Enes to all his acion3,viiag many kind aedes, which he full 
lirele thought pꝛotesoed from inch affection. 

And nothing deemed Violetta had bene ſo pꝛiuie to all his 
Cogitations( though the poꝛe ſoule neuer touched his body, 
but. with a tre:nuling feare remoembzing her owne nakednes, 
ſtill vſing ſuch a modeſt kind of baſhfulnefe in her actions, 
a3 if many Eyes had beibeholding her Dilgurſe,verp watch» 
fully a3fcrged her deb auto ir, wherebp her jaces contiuned 
tu ſuch a lecret tant ent, as is not to de expꝛeſſed.) 

Pet ode uight when thx had ſhꝛoloded her ſeife within the 
Bed, as pollipus lap toſſing and tumbling by reaſon of the 
roſtleſſe thoughts he indured: Ja the middeff of his heaui⸗ 
neffe, Violetta pittying his ſezrowes, and to dzaw him from 
remembzing them, vttered theſe ſpeeches.

there heurd off, which made him caff downe the Beares head, 
and without ſpeaking a wozd, returnedtcowards the Mod x- 
gaine. UUhich ſtrange behauicur of his, dꝛaue the Courtiers 
(but eſpecially Patiſmus) into a wonderfull doubt. Pariſmus 
ſe ing the Beares head, and hearing ſome ſpa ct es of Violet 
taes abſente, pꝛeſently mounted agodly Sterd, and with haſte 
rode that way he was directed Pollipus went. Tellamor, Bar- 
Zillus and manp ofthe Knights, followed after him, neither of 
them baowing wherefoze theo made ſuch hafte. 

Pat iſmus hauing onertakenhim , demanded ika any mil- 
chancs had befallen Violetta? By x 92d (quoth he) as ſhe and 
Ilayp flu;nbering in this Mod, the Weare whoſe head J 
:30ught to the Court, was ready toſeize vpon her, but the with 
2 (H2tke awaked me and Jpurſued hun vatill Jhad llain him: 
and returning tothe placs where Jlekt Violetta, thee was 
gone: neither can I ſnppoſe wherber, valcſſe ſhe be wandzed 
foleke me, the haſte made, was to come backe to ſ&ke 
der. Doe lo ( quoth Pariſmus ) and my ſelfe and theſe Snights 
will rearchthe Wa th;onghout. 20 eucry ons coke a ſæue⸗ 
vail way. 

Violetta tithe meane time, fill wand; ed on withcut ro⸗ 
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gard whither che wentHer fears perſi wading her, that ii ſhe 
card polhpos hiswes, and the Bcare going; rigkt befoze her, 
that with as much iped as ſhe could, ſhe range tzuitt aut of the 
Led, but pet not leit lug oye on hun (the pigl tappzoaching) 
Ge was dzawne into an excteding (rare of his welfare, any 
her owne danger: Foz to goe backe by tł e Mod ſhe dur ie 
not, feariag lcaſt the might againe more the ſurious Break: 
and ta goe further ſhe thought it in vaine; foz ſhe ſaw no like: 
lihed that he was come out of the Nod, and there, what wich 
ariefc and weariacds, ſhe fate downs vpon a banke, iacom⸗ 
6305 and ouer whelmed with achouſgad cares, and gining her 
m tad ta reſpꝛte to poader on her miſerable estate, fo fears of 
ber molt deare Kaights danger, ſhe entred into ſuch heauie 
plaincs and lamentacisus, that tuen the ver?

At which v: rp 1afaar ( know not by what valuckis defEf- 
Me,) Archac the Crue ll (is called foz his cruel! ryzannie) came 
to the hearing of her lamentations, and dꝛawing nigh vata 
her, demanded ber cauſe of ſozrow. Sit Kaight,quoth ſhe, J 
ama ffrangerzthat lately came from Theſlalic-withche Pʒinca 
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of this Count v, and this dap comming inte theſe Weds with

Violctta kindly thanked him fe; bis cgurtelle, who preſently

—Fetciued her ſelts ta be ina france placa, which 
dꝛaus her into an extreame feare , and eaquiriug why they had 
not tonueped her to the Bohemian Court, they told her (being 
iaftructed befoze ) that they had miTaken their Maſters mea⸗ 
ning, aad withall, intreated her to par den them, and alſo to be a 
meanes to pacific his wzath,whou they were allared, would bs 
greatly affended with them. Which wszds of theirs alcersd her 
leare, and added ſoms little comnfozc to hor mind. 

I232eſently rwo Gentlewamen welco!mmed hor with great 
courtefte,comfo2tiag,perſwading, and int iſag ber to reinic all 
care vutill Archas rernrae, whom they aſſured mas ſo hcnozable 
and vercuous a Raight, as ſhe nerded not any way danke of his 
diligeace.There was great toze of delicaces mn + NN 
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which ſermed moze loathſame thea call to herfigtt. Long they 
\&med co ſtay foz Archas returne (who abſcutedhi:uleite to cor 
lour hietreacherie, but when ia a great while he came not,they 
tatreated her to taſte ef that meate which was pzcuided thep 
ſad fo2 his ſupper. But ſhe poꝛe ſoule could not eat one bir, but 
all things ſemed to behatefull;their ſwit Bulicke harſh: the ir 
courteons entercatament rude and batbarovs : and that well as 
dozned place, moze loathſome thera Pzifon: nothing but care 
and griefe could take place in her vuquiet bꝛeſt. After Supper, 
they bzought her to a moſt pieaſant Chamber, where all things 
were moſt neatly pꝛouided, comfozting her with many perſwa⸗ 
for s that Archas was at the Bohemian Ccurt to expett her tom⸗ 
ming, e by reaſon ot che nights appzoach-could not come backs 
bat night, but ſhould eariy in the mozniug bing her aewes,ins 
ereacing her ts betake her (sife to her ref: which the did, the ra- 
ther to be rid from their company,that being alone, ſhe might cus 
tet into conſideration of her eftate:aud being by her ſelfe, ſhe be⸗ 
gau to reuslus in her minde, her miſerable condition , Pollipus 
perill, and Archas intent: foz her felfe ſhe cared not, it pol lipus 
wers iu faſoris: netrher feared che what Archas intended, if her 
Knight were in healch, that lo manycares tonturriug together, 
ſo many doubts clogaed her mind, and ſuchfeare poſſeſt her hart, 
that her wo3zds burt incoa flap of teares, aud ths warme blod 
lamed to iſe fromenerp baine ot her bodie , that with their a⸗ 
boundance ſhe bedowved the Bed where ſhe lar. 

EAhen the hav wept her fountaines d3y, then ſhe began to acs 
cnſe her felfe of Follie, that would not ſtap intie place where hs 
left her, then a tertaine perſwaſion eatred her hart, that he was 
dead» which took ſneh a deep rot, p of a long time no other thought 
would take plate, whick made her think the tapers which gaue 
heriighe burut blue : which like wife added a further letled 
reſolue iu her fancy, it was ſo inteed. In this care ſull eſtate, ce 
lay tumbling and toſſing her ſelte, giuing no guiet to ger mind: no 
reffto her taxes: ns raſe to her penfinetcarc: no reſpite to her 
ſegces,ns; fliepe to het head: hut being cuet come with ſoꝛztew, 
te continvalty rather increaſed then d iminiſbed the ſame. 
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eves onceco lumber. Ja the mozning che two Gentleivamer 
came to her againe offertng her all dacifull ſerutce, which te 
F\ndlp accepted, and ſhozcly after tame Archas couuterteit iag 4 
(a> eemmerance, with his eyes caft doivne tothe earth , whem 
wycu Violatte beheld, aluddenfears intuſsd icſelfe into euerp 
p irt ot her Hoby , and ſhe (fwd ſhaking and quahing like gat 
teansfoʒmt d, to heare the nolwes he b2ought, which ſhe thought 
lo be bat had by his lakes, who witha ſhamele fla tace and im- 
padent diſſi nutation, told her, that Pollipus was not pet recuy s 
ned tothe Court, na; heard of, but all ſnppoſed hun to be dead. 
CUhichdiſmall wozds firokſuchaſuddengricfe vato her hart, 
chat tgere the fell dowwne at his fot in a trance: but when byiheic 
iaduſt ty che tau e to het ſelle again, her amazed caustenaace, e

mentable effate ſhe continued manp dares. 

pollipus all that night ranged vp and denne the Mad, ſu eng» 
ry coʒuer, ſearchiug each thicket and vakteguented place, cal⸗ 
ling Violetta by name, and tearing both his ſlech and appareil, 
with thr Buches and bꝛambles that excountred his mad Teps : 
Sometimes making hatt this way, then teturnias backe with 
perſwaſionthat hs heard her ſh2tke behind him, being ſs fully 
poſſe with feare am veftre to finde ber, that euer ſaucie that 
roſs ia his bꝛaine altered his faz mer thoughts: that whereas in 
other mens affay;es he ſæmedmaſt patient and pꝛouident, iu his 
owne,he was quite bereft ofreaſan. Fu this vaguiet ſaʒt, be ſpent 
the mef part ofthe Night vntill towards mozning, that whas 
with wearineſte, andcare that oppaelt his heart, he lapd him 
downs lcaniatz vpanhis eldom, neither v:cering mezd noz 
teare, hut inwardly Eufy wich exereame berxstien, ſtemiag no o⸗ 
t her, theuthe repne and picture of duceut cut · But when he ſaw 
pacœbus diſplav his bzightnefſe,he again bet oke himſs lie to his 
ear neſt ſsarch, vet er ing luch taward grones as wanib haue mel⸗ 
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pariſmus delng earcly vp that mozning, gaue commande⸗ 
mont ta all the Bobemian nights to arme chemlelues, and to 
Pot thzoughout all Bohemia in her ſearch, and ta make pzo4 
clamatious, with great pꝛomiſes of Reward, tothem tha£ 
ceuld bzing an ne bes of Violetta; that by the ime the Sunne 
was vp, there were a great number of Knights departed, on⸗ 
ing to ſearch all places to finde bor; that all the whole Cern, 
{rp was filled with repoꝛt ot her loſſe. 

Paritmus, Tellamor, Barzillus, pꝛeſeutly rode to the Mc, 
to Pollipus, whom thep found in ſuch beaute plight, as ui made 
their manlike hearts to melt with grief. But Follipus clpping 
them, would haue fle d from their ge, that laued him molk 
derefy, vntill Pat iſmus ouertoke him, and ſaid. Welt drare 
Friend, haw can pos be {3 vnkind as to ſhun my company , 
whole care is no ieffe then pours , wh3 teadereth rour Mel⸗ 
fare as weil as mine one 2 Hare you foz3goicen PBanhod , 
Haighthod,aadCourtee: Where is that vertac now becomsg 
that was wont to rule your affedians: Sed Polli pus, foz my 
ſake, fo; all the Frieudſhip, hy all the caurteũes, pꝛomiſes, 
andgodwill that euer paſt bet wirt vs, leaue off chis deſperate 
Folly, and lien te my Counſell: If not fo; ail this, pet fag 
Violectaes ſake, pitie pour ſelfe, and recall your fozmer Dens 
tes, and let vs ſtudy howto recouer her that is but ſtraped out 
ol the way: Many hundꝛed Knights ace At eady Poſted ints 
many places of this Countrep, and will coxT ail Germanie 
thzeughout, but thep will lude her; then dae not wnsreaſe our 
kur ber care, bpthis deſper ate ſoz row, but according to peur 
woated wiſe dome, wherewith you haue ccunſcl!e3 me in my 
aftlictions, let vs ſtudie how eo recouer this miler ie.

Flaud of Kocks, vazer the Couernment of A- 
damaſia, Andramarts &iffer(as 1s declared in 
the firff part of this inftozy ) che Nurſe vaco 
whole Cuffodie ths young child Pariſmenos 
was committed, fearing his vutimelp death, 
which Adamaſia th2gatued, becauſe his Bother would not 
coaſeut ta Andraslarts luft, ſecretly to faus the child from her 
cruelty ) fled by night into a vefolace CA, where ſhe care 
fully educated him acco2ding to the condition of the place; 
which was with ſuch wilde fruit as ſhe gathered, making was 
ny a hard ſhift, to Fanch her hunger, and defend the (wert 
Babe from famine, vnt ill at leugth, hearing of Andramarts 
peath.the decerminsd ta returgetsthe Caſtle, and there p28- 
ent him to his P8ther : and to that incent,fogſaking her pwzs 
habitatien, the went as ths thought chittzerward, dut moſt va- 
193tunately waudzed to a defolate and vufr equented Milder⸗ 
nelle: whers ſhe had not long tayed, but met a ſiet ce aad cru- 
eil LKpon, who les her: which when Paritmenos beheld, not- 
withſtandeng his infancie, to pꝛeſscue her: but the Ly-are- 
uling ts hurt him, wichdzeb himſelfe to his Den, whether ba. 
menos boldly purſued him: and being sutred therein, the 
Lyon bkcganto wag his taile, and fawne vpou bun gentlp, 
which made him marueli why he had llaine his Nurſs, and 
would Rot hurt him: aad made him the mos bold, chat 
ze iag wearts withtrauatle, ve lapd bimſeiks dolvne ca ſlepe, 
and when he awoke , being very hungry, be gathered witas 
fruit whereofchere was picuacic, Which was bis fede, and the 
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legte water hie dzinke. 
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This wss his habitaten à long time, taking great pleaſure 
to hunt and chaſe the wilde Beaſts, from whole fury he was 
ſtul pzeſervcy vp che KL yon-Aiterwards whenhe was growas 
toripet ago, in {is fixps hes zeamed that his Norſe appeared 
vate him, williaz yiiu to fogſake that bufrequentev place, and 
toſxke out ASdramarts Caſtle, where he ſhould findt people, 
iu who'e company he ſhould be brought vp. 

MAhea he awaked, he tould not tell what to thinke of his 
d if 311c,n03 what ſhe meant by Andramarts Caſtle, noz which 
to ge thither, being therewich d2awnec to a dape ſtudie, 
bus ſuddenlp be eſpved a poung Beare whole ſMht made him 
quite toꝛget his dꝛeame, andtak ing exceding delight to chaſs 
ſuch Beaſts, he caught vp his ſtafſe, and followed her, and pur 
ſued her ſo ſiercelp, that at length he lew her, wherewith he 
waudzed lo karre, chat getting to the top of a Sountaine, and 
lwking round about him, he eſpped the Caſtle, thinking that 
wag the place his Nurſe had told him ol in his dꝛeame, that he 
went thither war ds. It chanced one ofthe Knights that Pa- 
riſmus had left to keepe the Caſtle, eſpp2d him: and being of 
à lad diſpoſition , ſœing Pariſmenos begin to withdzaw him 
ſelfe, rau to hin, and offered to lap hands on him. But Parit- 
menos being atraid of his behauiour, ſtroke at him with his 
ſtaffs lo fierceſy,thac had he nat quickly auopded his blow, he 
bad beaten aut his bzaines The Tartarian being angry, dꝛew 
his {wo2d, and therewith wounded Pariſmenos in the thigh: 
the ſmart whereofſs iaraged him! ,thacnotwityRandiag all 
bis reũſtance, he left him fo dead. 
Aiterwards entring the Caffle, his minds was d2awne 
taco an exceeding delight, to beholdths godly buildings and 
b2auti:there of. The Tartarians behalving one inſuch range 
diſguiſe : foz her was clad iu the ſł inues of ſuch Beaſts as 
be had llaine, aud his hapze growne to a great length) 
much maruailed how he came into that Country: wich 
all, noting dis comely perſonage, and fatcty countenance, 
were ſnddainly dzawne into a great affedion towards 
dim, that they ſalnced him mot kindly. „ demaunding 
the 
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che c auſe of his arriuall in that place, any of whence he was, 
who lœing their behautour to be moze gentle then the others, 
wich whom hs had encountred bekoze, made anſwer ſo well as 
he could thac he knew not: which blunt aaſwere of his, made 
them muſe. (Uithalt nociag his attire, thep toke him either to 
bea Madman, oz that he had bene Sauagely bzought vp: 
which they were the rather perſwaded vnto, fo2 that he was 
very pouag, not wirhſtanding, they enter tained him, aud v⸗ 
ſed him moll kindiv. But his caumteuance, calling to remem⸗ 
branes the Novice Uuight pariſmus, whom he ſa much reſem⸗ 
bled, that chey were halfe pertwaded he was his Bonne, that 
the Nurſe led withail. One amongtt the reit named Tyreſu⸗, 
vied him mot kindlp, apparelled hum decently, and inffruc- 
ted him in all poracs belonging co Thiualry :teachiug him to 
Aaxage a Hozſe, and ts vſe armsur, uhereunto he wasſo apt, 
and coke therein ſuch delight, that in ſhozt ſpace he grew to 
ſuch perfection, p he excelled his inffructo; in alt wartike be⸗ 
hautours. Aud was ſo genera'{y belaued , that nothing they 
had az could deniſe, was ca deare foz him. 

Manp ꝛapes remained Pariſmenos amongff the Tartarizns, 
cacreaing in maay excellent qualities, not finding occafions 
enough anongÞ chem to wake tryall efhis Pazhod. Upon a 
time, certaine Pirates returning from Sea, in his hearing, 
made repoꝛt of their Battels and Dkirmiſhes , and che huge 
fauthcers thephad made:repe2tiag how tragically thephay 
murdered ſome of the refifants,and how valiantly ſome with 
Kod them, and with what cranaile thep eadursdche fights.

death, theu to become their captiue, and indured the fight, vn⸗ 
till wich taimneſſe he fell downe dead, enen as he was aduau⸗ 
cing his ſwoꝛd to reſiſt them. Which repoztot theirs, kindle 
uch honozable fparkes in * det, that hs . 
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Iy thirfted to ſer thoſe ſ cirmiſhes, accountiag it difonourable 
fo2 himcoſpend his dayes in that obſenre place: his thengkts 
ſcill apming at higher matters, and his fancy perſwading him 
that he ſhauld rather ſpead his time in Her eycæli exercues, in 
Kings Courts, then in that vnkreguented place, where us 
plealing attempts of £3/a7:sa// deeds were crerciled : which 
thonghtstoke ſuc] effect,that he pzefentiy determined to ſche 
aduentures abzoad: And comming to Tyreſus( who lousd him 
deare lp) he told him his whals intent, aſking his aduile therin. 
Tyre ſus ſong ſuch a reſolued vals} in him, told him, that he 
was ready aud willing to doe an thing that might agree to his 
Faacie, oz purcbale his content: that if he defired to tra⸗ 
uaile and hazard himſelfe by Sea, he was readis to goe with 
him: Oz il he were determined to ſerke ſtrange Aduentures 
by Land, he would like wile trauaile with him, and fozſake no 
perill ſoz his ſake. 

Pariſmenos hearing his courteous replpe, could not 
thuſe but embzacc hin, yelding him many thankes. Tyreſus 
effected all things with ſuch ſped, andſo well ozdercd his af- 
faires to further his inteat, that within few dayes,they depar · 
ted into a hip well manned and bictualled, hoyſing bp the ir 
Dailes with a merry gele, committing themſelnes tothe mer⸗ 
cies ofthe Seas. They ſapled many dapes without any aduen⸗ 
turo, witzich inwar dip kretted pariſmenos, fo2 his mind longed 
to per loꝛme ſome explopt. At laſt they keaned a Saile afarrs 
oft, and towards it they ſtir red amaine, aud comming nighthe 
ſhip layd her abo2d,wyich was of Barbar ia, wel manned with 
{tous Moo es: who fe ing the NA yꝛates, and knowing that ey? 
ther they muſt reſoluccely fight it out 92 become Captiues, va⸗ 
tiauclpreaffcd them: betwane whom began amoſt fierce and 
craell fight, where pariſmenos had mcancs enougb ta everc ile 
his valoz, who behaued himſelſe with ſuch courage, that many 
Moores that dap loſt their liues by his Tufant blowes. Egra- 
dam Captaine ofthe Moores, being a man of exceœding cou. 

rage,(@ing che cruell laughter Pariſmeros mads,came to him 
ang unered thei ſpeeches. Pzoud Ppzate, thon ſhalt 3 
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1 buy thefe Moores liues,fo2 J am detrminsd to tobzing thye curſes 
Z life to an end, that thinkeſt by Robberie to eur ich thy ſelfc. 
UWherewnh he allailed him ſo fiercely, that he wounded him 
in many places:aotwithtanding ſuch was is valoꝛ, chat with 
great foʒce he liks wife ko valiantly defendev himſelfe, ofleu⸗ 
Bed Egradam, that it was doubt ful which of them would haue 
the tongueſt, in misdeſt of this cruell fight, a mighty ſtozme 
bsgan fuddculy taariſe, the winds began to biw with vio⸗ 
lence that their Cables but ſt, x bothlight of day and Sun was 
ſhadowes by tyickeCiends,the Seas Leganto rage and ſwell 
that they wereenfozeed to g ine ener their fight, the Thunders 
roared, and the Liggtenings flacht about their eares, and their 
fhip with violence of the ſur ging Seas, was ſotoſt, that there 
was none hut expected pzeſent death. The Poztherublaſt rent 
their Sailes, ene way gocs their Helme, an other way ſwims 
their Paſt, with violence toꝛue from the Ship, and waue vp- 
on waue ruht in, ready to ouerturu the ſhhip. who as toſſiag 
vpon the ſeas at libertie, was dziuen vpon a flintie Nocke, ans 
ſplit in ſunder. Then began a hideous cry amongſt the Soul⸗ 
diers: Some curſing Par itmenos the tcauſer ofthat Journey, 
ſome sxclaiming on I yreſas, and ſome banniag their owne dey 
ftimes.Dome whelmed vader the gaping water, pole vp 
their Ghofts : heere the at once are caſt vpouthe Rocks, and 
again denoured by the wanes:there others funks inthe guick⸗ 
ſands, and dowae falls the Maſter headlong: then might you 
behold men lwimming in their Armour: here and tere ffri- 
uing to make their deaths tedious. Here might vou ſe one ſexs 
ted vpon a plank, ouet thzown with a waue: aue there ansthet 
tumbling with his heles bpward. Pariſmenos ( Up god Foz. 
tune was gotten vp tothe ma#F, whoſe length hav ſome paws 
er to endure the TWiaurs, with his lwoꝛd 22awae iu his hand. 70 
Tyreſus he was gotten on to a Chet, wherewith a whils has : 
applyed himſeife from dꝛowning, but in che end, the raging 
waues dzenched yun T&pe iu their ſpacious Gvifes. Within 
a while the raging Seas begau to ceaſe sad ware calme, tie 
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Skies, and the Pa whereau Pariſmenos ſate, began to flive 

along wichthe talme tide: When he loked ab2ut him, and 
eſpxed all his feliswes dzowned, an erceding ſo;row 8uers 
whelmed bis heart, eſpetialip foz his louing friend Tyre tus, 
that had not the feare he was in reniued his ſenſes, he would 
baue wart careleſſe of his owne life. But the remembzante 
of his per ill, made him recall his better fenſes to their fozmer 
ble, and to tudy foz his owne ſafetp, to whom the Deas were 
fo mercitult, that with a gentle aad calme tide, he was dꝛiuen 
to Shoe, whert getting to a Sunny banke, he ſate him down 
to refrefh his wearied limbs, t pouder his moſt happy eſcape 
from dzowning,dzying his gaping Mounds with ſuch linnen 


zs he has about him, who with the lalt wator ſmarted excæ⸗ 


dingly;

Amaſenus hearing his auſlwers, and withall, noting his ta.

p{yed.J perceiuefeare of dꝛowaing hath made pou fozget boch

uiour in ſho2t time expelled that ranco2, and they that befoze 


were his enemies, began to weke god eſtimatton oi hin, aud 


bis fame began to ſp2cad it ſelfe iu moſt parts of Mace, aad 
ali that euer beheld bim, grew into admirstien ofhis ſtrength 
accompanied with ſuch beau ie, as bis pouth peelded:that had 
they net knowns he contrarp by tis pzowefle , thepweuld 
haue taken lin fo2 ſeme diſguiſes Karp. Ahileſt the night 
of Fame remaines in Amaſcrus Court, the King ef Thrace , 
appoin:ed a generall Triuuph to be held foz certaine dayes, 
the ett aſton whereof was this.

her Fathers Court, without her Parents conſant: by meanes 
ok whole heaucis, the Court of Thrace was full of gallant 
K atghts that ſought her Leue, that the King was much trou⸗ 
bicdin made how to betowher : andſœing that ſhe did not 
laut ie one moꝛe than another, he appointed agenerall triumph 
to bs held fo ſeuen dapes, and wholoeuer bare away the pꝛize 
ehs laſt dap, ſhould marry dis daughter.

Amangſt the reſt ofthe Brights, there was G: ido, who had 
long time ſued to obtaine her I oue, who now leiopced at this 
decree, hoping dy his valeur to heare away the Bzide. There 
was Trudamor of Candic, ho thongbt uone equal! to ham in 
firougth , and therefo2e none moze fo2 ward aganiſt che time 
of the appoiatsd Triumph. There was Drio of Sic il who had 
ſapled trom his owns Country thither : who likewiſe by his 


freasth at ſeuexall times flew thaw Lyons , who came with. 
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reſolutien to u inne ppylena fo2 bis wife. And mar manp p other

& hc repo2i ot this grert Triumph came to the knowledge 
of tle P urght of tom... whelſe mind was kindicd with an ears 
uc ſt de lire to goe ihnther, it at he requeſted Amatenus conſent, 
whe being derem any way to pleaſute hun, gaue him ſuffi- 
cieac copue to ſut uiſi dim of ail things, ft fog ſuch an attempt. 
TAho cauied a moſt rich © rmoz of graue to be made, ſhadows 
ed with Tres ofgold,pzeſentiaga Fozreft- Intzis Shield hs 
bare this deuiſs, A naket man leading a Lyon » with this 
Motto vuderneath, Onergere With Dic oni ere herein the ex⸗ 
pert Artſman had ſo cunaingly imitated his fancy, that a man 
he his Arme and ſhield, might caſily vnderſtand his meaning. 

hs appointed time of £ riumph dzawing nigh, Amaſenus 
with a gallant troupe of Knights, amongft whom the Bnight 
af Fame was chiefs, came to the Taracian Court, whom the 
King moff houourablp recetued. 
Amaſenos hauing done homage to the Ring,pitchedhis Teac 
without the Court gates vpon alictie hill, hart by the appoin⸗ 
ted place foz trynmph : where likewile bard by bun were ths 


Teats of Guide, Trudamor, Dr o, and the valiant A nights of 


Candic : Triſtramus, Tennulus, and Babolus iu whoſe compa⸗ 
up were a aum ber of valiant kaights that came thither: (ome 
to make trpall of their valour, and ſoms of purpoſe to wiu ths 
faire Pnylena, Likewiſe there were the Tents of the young 
Ring of Arcagon : who came accompanied with a uumbec of 
valiant Knights hoping to beare away the P31ze, that all ths 
plaines were filled with Tents. There might pou ſæ knights 
b:zcaking ſtaues, pꝛactiſiag themſelues agaiaTt the day of Tru 
umph. Pere might pou ſes otters recreating themſelues in

The Anighesok Thrace began the Tryumph, and the ficfs 
that entred the Atta was Andreas, whe was at twe courſes 
vizo2*Xd by Cleanthea, who rontinagy Conquerout by the 8- 
uertch20w of many Kaights -. vatitl Bubalus, one of the thass 
35zethzen of C andie, with vislencs dzaue him rom his Pozſe, 
and nett ont of his ribbes. Bubulus bah ozſed many nights 
afterwards vath of Thrace an? other ſtrange Countries, and 
iu the end, was bnyo2ſedhimſelfe by Remulus, Who behaned

The Buightof Fame all this while, kept himſetfe ond of 
0ghc,aud war lodged at a Aillage, ſome two miles diſtant -

the Thracian Court, and accozding to Amaſenus appointment 
came toward che Lifts gallagcly monated all alone, aud bp tie 
vnexpetted mauner ofbigſo:aine appꝛoach, and bythe ſtrange 
faſhion of his Armour, (as Foꝛztune would) was not general⸗ 
ly no:ed : And in that fozt he eacced the Liſts, renercaciag 
hiaglte towards the Scaffold whereou the King was ſeated, 
aud ſetting ſpur ros to his hozſe, encsuntred Annulus, and (as 
Foztune iacending at che fir to doe him ſome difgrace) mite 
his csurſe, and Annulas bzake his Staſſe moſt bzaucly, wher- 
wich the whole aſſe ubly gaue an extteding ſhoute, and the 
knight of Fame being iur aged with his auer ſigt, charged aa; 
other cout ſs at Annulus with great violence aud oucrrhzew 
him with his hles vpwards : wherear the whole company 
gaue an exceeding ſhsute agame, cuery one thinking he had 
pur poſely loft his firft eourſe; by which meanes ali were defi- 
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tous ta («> him runne agatiae- Which the diſconcented knight 


perfozmed ſo gallaacly, that he vaho;ſed another Knight of 
Lybiazthat thought to revenge Anulus his ouerthꝛew. 

Guido diſdaiuiag thereat, and ſ&iag howrhe beholders wers 
affected, noted him moze ſpecially : thinking by bis ſpoyle to 
winaeſome ſpeciall hononr, und wich the moze bzauerp to 
contiane the reſt of ths tr umph, ans attaius the Pzige, taking 
a ſtrong Dtaffe, pꝛepared te mee the Knight of Fame, who 
by that time had diſmounted tha oz foure ocher Anights. 

Che people ſ ing the valiant Gu do tome tothe Lifts, whs 

was well knowaece alt, thought then ſurely toſe ths diſcen- 
counted Kaights hanour at an end, lo on him and Drio, vid the 
thie te ſt ſuppoſe of Congueft depend. 

Guido encountred the Þnight of Fame the fr time, with⸗ 
out offering 93 ſuſtaining auy diſaduantage, which inwardly 
vexed him ts the heart, that charging dim agatine the ſecond 
tims, notwithſc anding all his fozce, he could not ones wmous 
him in dis laddle. The biſconrented Knight likewiſe feling 
the puiſſance ofhis eneiny, was ercedingly inraged, that ta- 
king another courſe they met with ſich furie, ihat the Carch 
Hoke With the fozce of their encouncor, and their Lanucss 

ſhivered 
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sh; uered into a thouſand pieces, paſfing by without any » ſhem 
oꝛ ſigue of oddes. 

The Bing of Thrace ſ&ing the dap ſo far re ſpent, ſents 
meſſenger to intreat them to leaus the further trpall of their 


doubtfull Conqueſt vacill the next day, which they both con⸗ 


ER vnto. 

The next moꝛning theſe two Champious came againe, with 
deſirous mindes to be rcucaged cach of other, and met two 
courſes with ſuch hau: ry, that the people with great ſhoutes 
applauded their chiaalrp, the kaight of Fame chullag the ſtron⸗ 
ge ſt St affe that Ht could find, meant now oꝛ neuer to giue 02 
take the koyle, and ruſhing foꝛcibly to encounter Guido, he met 


him . biot{encly that Guicos hole peelded to the fozce or their 


Caceaitcr, and failing downe burſt his leg, the people ſeeiag 


Guido dawn? , were dziuen into a wonderkull amazemene 


what this kaight ſhould be. 


Phy lena like wiſe as much toꝛmented in mind, in her fancie 


allotting himthe chicfeff honour : and le ung that he was ſome 
Knight of a ſtrange Councrep, fearing icalk 52 obtaining her 


by conqueſt, ſhould carry her farre from {er fathers Court, 


and ſo quite from the ſight and company of her deare friend 
Remulus, that ſhe was d2awue into ſuch a {ad coiceitzchat her 
heartſ&incdto melt therꝛat. Trudamor ſextng Guido ſo foried 
with great bzauery entred the Lifts, and fiercely cacountren 
the Bnight of Fame, who likewiſe cbarged him with as many 
bzaue encounters, that iu the ond, the Tonqueſt remained in 
great doubt betwixt them, ſtill continuing their tourſes with 
erccedlng courage, that Trudamor with all his ſtrength could 
not auy way diſaduantage the knight of TO no he by his 
fozce get auy oddes of Irudamor : pet in the end, Frudamor 
thir ting foz the honout of the Title, and longing to iaioy Phy. 
lena foz his Bꝛide, tracing ſoftly to his races end, went to⸗ 
wards the knight of Fame, who with the like behauiour met 
him, to whom Trudamor ſaid as followeth:

Then (quoth Marcellus the ſame dap that the King mp fa⸗ 
ther cauſed you to be thzowne into the Lyons Den, the King 
of Ly bia ſent hither certaiae of his knights with e Letter, 
wherein he accuſed you to haue moſt chametully diſhonoured 
bis Daughter Yenola, deſiring my Father to diſpatch you out 
of the wap: foz your life and nothing slſe might appeaſe his 
ire: which was the cauſe ol his crueltp.

A teſt aſlurediy ſatisfied ofyour loyaltie. The Bnight of Fame 
was lo iuwar diy vered wich this acer lation, that he was ha'fs 
mad with griefe ; but chiefly, foz that he thought it was coms 
to àngelicaes hear ing, and might be a meanes ta cauſe her vꝛ⸗ 
terly to fozſake him: which appalled his ſenſes, with extreame 
ve xat ion, that he ſtod like one trauſfoꝛmed. 

Marcellus pertceiuing his dücontent, dcfired him not to be 
grieued,but to auer paſſe the ſame, vntill he had meanes to 
pꝛoue the contrary. 

Py Lozd (quothhe) how cun I chuſe but beſozry , when 
thereby J am diſhogonred in every mans opinion: Uhich 1 
acc ouut mozedearer then my lite: Beſides, with what impa⸗ 
tiencie may I ſhew my ſelfe beſoꝛe any knight living, but ras 
ther my bated ſelie cut ofthis miſerable lite, which ts the nert 
wap ts ſalue this blemich - But if pou will voncbſafe to hears 
the true repozt ofthe miſeries J haue endured euer _ my 
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birth, you would lap that Jam the onelp mappe of ſozrow, 
and ho2ne to perpetuall calamitie. J defire nothing maze 
(quoth Marcellus; ) With that he rehearſed to him all that he 
could, of his bzingiug vppe in the Jland of Rockes, his depar⸗ 
turefcom thence, and Dhipwzacke at Dea; dow he was eus 
tertained by Duke Amaſenus of Thrace, and the treachery 
that was intended againff him by Corus and Argalus, then gf 
his ſucceffe in the Kings Coort of Thrace, and the occaſien 
why he dsparted from thence to the Fozreff of Arde; and 
How there he metre the P2ince of Bohemia, and releaſed Ve- 
nola: Thenhow Venola ſonght his Loue : and how ſhe gaue 
hin { bp ſubtiltie ) aſs:nniferovs Potion, to withhold his de. 
parture with Parifmus, Which he had purpoſed : ans how al⸗ 
terlwards he perceiued her intent, and departed from thence, 

Withall, de declared the mauner of the Uiflou that appea⸗ 


red vnto him in Thrace, and how he was thereby eniopned ca 


ſ&ke ont the faire Ladie that had appeared vuco him, and ſus 
foz her Lone, which was the cauſe that he both refuſed Phyle- 
naes marriage, and Venolaos pzoffer of kindaefſs: and alſo he 
dstlares, how he firff arrived in that Countrep: and met An» 
gelica whith was the veryſame Lady that appeared vuco him 
in the viſten; and alſo told him, that ho was likewiks enjoyued 
£9 lecke auc his Parents, which the viſton told him were of 
great birth. This (quoth de) is the true diſcourſe of mp 


foze-paſſed like, which Jueuer yot manifcfed to guy but pour 


ſelfs, whefe fanuonr hath karre {\urmonnted mp deſert, into 
whoſs hands J tomunt my ſeifeca bee diſpoſed of: deffriag 

you not to couc cine amiſſe of ines, foz that falſeaccuſation be- 
ing moſt vntrue. 

Marcellus againe embzac ing bim in his armes, defired his 
likewiſe, not ts thinke that he did any way toncetue the leath 
£nill spinion of him, but that he did eſteme of hun as the dea; 
reſt friend he had in ehe Wlozid, and chat he did boch loue and 
honour bim as himfelfe, and would neuer fozfakechun whi 
dee lined, but con iune his faithfull friend foz euer. Paning 
this ſozt made anew league of amitis > Marcellus ieft the 
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Knight of Fame to his pꝛiuate maditations, p2omifing to ra 
turne agaius to bim very ſhoztlp, going direclip to Ange- 
lica, whom he faund contiauing her wonted ſadnes : Foz the 
£outd by no means bs comiozted, but fill augmented her loue. 
by remembzing the Bnight of Fames perfon , to whom the 
bare ſuch intire affections, that ſhe reſolued asuer to lous a⸗ 
up ether Baiaht, but determined to ſpend the Whole date of 
her lite in ſlagle eſtate. 

Marcellus ſuvJaine appzoach, bzake off her filent peaſiue- 
acils, by hu counteagance ſhewing a heart repleniſh wich 
Jop, which he btiercd in this lozt. Angeliea ( guoth he) caſt of 
this ſad countenance, foz I bꝛing vou cauſe of moze comlozt: 
ko the Baight of Fame is liuing, and pꝛeſerued by admirable 
meaues. Oh 15;other (auoth ſhe this newes canact be true, 
which will kill my heart with griefe to heare of, and be diſap- 


pointed therein. Biker gd. heit is ſo, neither marnaile there⸗ 


At, foz his tunoceucp in the fact lapd to his chargs, hath Ithink 
t auſed che Sods to pitty him: befizes „ thereby you map be 
adured he is bozue of ropall blond, who is now in the Kapers 
houſe in ſafety, wich whom J haue bin theſe two hourrs: No 
cal off theſe diſcontents and clouds of care, ſoꝛ there is ag fur 
ther caulc of di quiet fa; his ſuppoſed death. 

Angelica then verily velcening his woꝛds, ſaid : Cd 152805 
thor teil me how he doth, ſoꝛ whoſe ſafotie J reiopte ?: Foz of 
all the Uuights that cuer A beheld, J ueuer liked noz loueda - 
ay lo well: defiriag pou to keepe my couulaile(hauiag bewzai⸗ 
ed my lecrets to none elſe and nat let him know ſo much as I 
haue told vou. Theu ſhouly bath you and 3 doe him wong 
(ad. he) le he hath well deferned loue, aus elgsctally at pour 
hands: to whom by his owne rcpo2t, he hach long agee devis 
£ated hruſelke, and not one!y of his awae inciiaation, but af 
8 high comvand: fo2 the truth of Which, he yath vpontruſt of 
my ſecrecie reuealed vnto me, which roa Hall itgewilo heare:; 
then de diſcourſed the whole truth. cuca as che Unight of Fame 
bad befoze done: Which when ſh heard, ſhes lad: Nhat 
a diſconricous Lady is that Venola , to ſorts the 
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ouorthzow of lo wo: thy a knight, and how may A eſtæme him. 
that befoze he knew me, was lo conffant iu his loue, without 
hope of mp fauour, and refuſed the pꝛotfered loue of two ſuch 
2 adics fozmpſake; belives the petillhe hath endured in mp 
ſearch: and peradventure is ſpzung of greater birth then my 
ſelfe. And now aiſo by wp Parents dome, was put iathat ha? 
33rd of his life. Sed Bꝛother, be pou careſall of his god, and 
whatſocuer yon ſhall counſell me to, J will doe: if my Father 
Gould know of his lafetie, then were there as meanes foz him 
to eſcape death; Fo2 ſuch aj hard conceit of ſuſpec doth poſſe ſſe 
his mind, that he hateth all choſe p beare me any ſhev of ged 
will. Meli(quoth Marcellus) reſt yon conten:ed, and fill cons 
tinue pour lone to war os him, ts increaſe and not diminiſh the 
lame, who is by deſtiny allotted to be pour husband: the cars 
of whoſe welkate let it be my charge: fo2 4 ſo much loue and 
offeme him, both fozhis owne and your ſake, that 3 will 
leaus no meanes vnafſayed, whereby to doe you god: which 
ſaid, he againe departed tothe Knight of Fame, By this time 
the darke night appzoached, and Marcellus and the Knight of 
Fame, were deuiſing wiat meanss to vle fo his ſafetie,and to 
pʒature the deſired content Angelica expected, who befoze had 
giuen her conſent to be ruled by her Bzother: that by the aſfu- 
rance he had of her, he put the Knight of Fame in aſſured com 
fo2t of her Lone, by relating in ſome fozt (the conten's of An 
gclicaes conference befozehad with him, which affected his 
heart with greater jop, then suer befoze he had enioped 
griefc : that his eſcape from death did not gomfozt his heart 
ſa much as this happy newes. At laſt Marcellus laid: Noble 
Anight, pou ſe how ftrigly my Father gnardeth Angelica, that 
there is no meanes leit, to eaſe your griefe oz her care by tar - 
rping here: neither can you without great hazard of pour life, 
remaine withia the circuit ofthis Zower :fs2 that my Father 
ſuſpecteth euer v one, pea his owne childzen, whereby we are 
tpꝛed with thoſe tronbles , and would w.lliagly woake aup 
means to eaſe ourſetnes,t eſpecially Angelicahath bin mewed 
bp ſo cloſely, that ſhe Jamſure would vndertake any thiug to 
eniop 
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eniop her liberty, were it ta neuer ſo poꝛe effate, wherein ig 
my opinion, is manp thouſand of ſweet contents to be found, 
rather then in this troubleſome Nom pe, lohich is repleat with 
infinite cares. : 

Thereioze this is my ccuſare, tha: yon ſhall this night (as 
J will direc you)depart from heuce, and goto Saint Auſtines 
Chappell, not farts hence, and there ſtay fo2 me vnt lll to moz⸗ 
row mozning, where remaineth ag old religious Pꝛieſt, na⸗ 
med labine, who if ycu ſap you come from me, will aſſuredſy 


gius pou entertainment: which when vou haue done, J will 


ſo wozke with my Siffer Angelica, that ſhe ſhall condiſcend 
byſuch meanes as I will wozke foz her ſecret eſcape to come 
to you:by which J hope J chall eaſe the doubts that poſſeſſe my 
minde, r id this Conntrey of the ſtandall it is likely to run in⸗ 
to: and wozke both mine owne, yours, and Angelicaes cans 
tent: foz ſo deare'ydoe J loue her, that had 3 manp liues to 
loſe, wauld hazard them all to wozke her releaſement : Foz 
were ſhe once mar ried, then ſhould the date of that folith P30- 
phecis haue an eud. The Knight of Fame hearing his ſpee- 
ches which onelptended to wozke the content he abone all 
things in the wozld ſought, could not well containehimſelfe 
from erpzeffing immeaſurable joy, but yelding many humble 


and hearty thankesto Marcellus, both commended bis deuiſe, 


and allo entreated him ta goefozward with the ſame. 

Then Marcellus ealled the keeper, asking his counſell it he 
knew any way whereby the Batght of Fame might get out of 
the Caffic,pzomiſiag him a gos reward: and withall pulling 
from his necke a chaine ofgold,gauc him the ſame. The Be 
per being inticed with this reward, Gold having that koꝛce, 
to make things impoſſible come coetfect ) preſently told them 
he had a deniſe that might gos {02 currant, ifthe knight would 


 badertake thefſame., J have my L 02d(quothhe ) a Aellell of 


great larzeaefſe, which ſometim es ſoꝛted foꝛ other vſcs,which 
if we could deuiſe to let dowue iato the & abe, he might caſiiy 
ia that get ouer vato the 8. her ſide: Which deviſe, Marcellus 
aad the Unight of Fame beth liked. Ard about Midnight, 
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e all all things were at ret, they pm the ſame 11 iu P2ac- 
diſe, and by a Nope let the Uegſſell downs : Thich did ſwim 
molt currantlp. 

Then kaſtening a Rope about the night of Fame: middle, 
aud after that wuh mary fair? pꝛomiſes and p2otefFations sf 
perpetuall friendſhip chophad taken their leaues, the Kaper 
and Marcellus let him dowut: Who was ſo heaup, by reaſon 
ol the weight of bis own? body, and his armour, that thep had 

uch adoe from letting him fall, and being in the Ucdcil, was 
like to ike in the ſame . But with much adoe and great dan- 
ger ol dzowning ) by reaſon ofthe ſtedialfnefle of che Ui: gen, 
which with euerp little weight moze on ane ade chen anthe s 
ther, was ready to onerturne,he got on to the Bancke, whicz 
was ſo ſtæpe vpwards, that he had much adoe to climbe vp the 
ſame, but Was oltent imes ready to fall donne yackewards 
into the Lake vader him, which was of an ercading aroac 
and huge depth: but haning thus happily eſcaped both thoſs 
dangers, he departed towards aint Auftines Chappell, ac · 
cozding toſuch directions Mat cellas had giuen him to fiad the 
ſame. Marcellus and the Eæ pet dꝛew vy the Uclell, and be⸗ 
toks themiſslues to their ret. 

The Knight of Fame had not wall remembzed Marcellus 
ſperches, and therefo:e hauing gone ſomt halſe mile from the 
Golden Tower, feariug to wander ont 5f the wap, he toke vp 
bis ledg iug vader a Cyßpꝛeſſe Tree, ſpending the whole night 
in mauiteld meditatteus, ot the ſucceſle of his buũnelſſe: Being 
oltentimes in great doubt, and diſpatriag of neuer firing An- 
gelioa àgaine, dzawus to that feare by reaſon of Maximus e 
Louie and ths diligent Klatch he hap let in enerpcozner of 
the faid Tober, but eſpecially at the entrance: THhere non: 
went out and ia, but the Gardiaus ſearched then, that his 
mind was ſometimes wg with diipaire, gud lometimes a 
niuated to comtoʒt, by the aſſured truſt he had in Marc. os, 
Che uicht being by him in this lozt ſpeut, in the Bozniasg he

{sarce pzeſerus life ; Clogd and guerladen Witch the bnrdenous 
weight ofchaiaes and bolcs : in which ſozt he continued many 
daes, without hope tuer to eſcape from thas place: Where yon 
mar ſuypoſe, his cares wers greac,and his comfozts ſmall. 
Dany dapes being paſt , Maximus affembley all his Noblg 


Peres, and eſtates of the Country togecher , to determine 
what to dos with Pariſmenos, agaia® whom many accuſations 


wers lapd,which tended ta the beach of their Lawss,eſpecially 
that of Angelicaes Rape : Mich was amongſt them puniche d 
with death, and that ſo ſenerely,as that nous eſgaped ; whom the 
ng in open Audience condemned to dye the ſame death that 
their Lawes yeldsd,which was to be burnt.

whereloener he came, he made thoſe that beheld him waader, te

(ke the Cdurt, andtemained in Ladp Ppmorges haue, ſo ſecret⸗ 
lp, that nose anew What was become of him. 
Paritmenos haning contiaued many dayes inthe laathſame 
dungeon, maruailing that he could heare no ne wes from Ange- 
lica and alſo that Marcellus had fozgotten ta eld him comſo:t in 
his great eſt excremitts, thought that either they were t:npziſe- 
ned, oz elſe that the King in his farie; had executed ſome cruell 
reveage vpon then. Theſe cares onthe one ire, were (ufficicut 
tozmeißts and his hard i npꝛilonment and eruell bſace on the o⸗ 
therſtde, enough ts kill the ſtouteſt heart, that had he noc bane 
pzeſeruedby admrable krange operation, he conld neuer haue 
andured thoſe calamities. At lat he began to diſpatre ofall hope, 
And ſuddealy to recall his ſenſes, aad with maze tomfoꝛt to Fuby 
how to releaſe himſelfe, and amangſt many thouſand of deuiſes 
which came into his Fancie, he deniſed hom to entice the ies 
per iuto the Dungeon, which he thus contriued.

thꝛewehim, and getting vpon him, with ſwift crawltug, fog that 
F2 was nat able 20 ſtand by reaſan af bis Bolts, and hauing him 
vn er him, utuet left frugliag aud ſttiuiag with him, vatill he 
had ffraagled hun.

Maximys ſæing his Citie begirt 
with Souldiers, [tut out a Herald to know what they were, 
who bꝛought hin wozd they were Bohemians, that were come to 
redEine Parifmenos , audcrorenueage the iniurieshe had done 
hum, vpon kalſe repozts, of tie King af Lybia Mex mus hearing 
that commanded en Acmie of twils as warty Natolians as there 
were Bohemians, to be gathered together, Wider the conduct of 
Duke Pridamor,a valiant andreſotute Robleman, who accoz- 
ding to his valonr at the firſt app2aach,eatred Battell wich the 
Eohemians ànd by great ods thought ſone to diſcomfozt them: 
but the Bohemians, being mea ot god experience, and expert 
Souldiers, ss little efemed the Natolians, as if they themſelues 


had the oddes. Pariſ nenos naw thaught it time ts beffirre him⸗ 


lelfe, ts wozke reuenge, and to make p2wfe of his valeur, and 
being gallantlp mounted, he couchev his ſpeare at a Nacoiian 
Kaight,and pierced the ſame quite th2ough his body: which dont 
he dꝛew his ſwoꝛd, and met another withſo full a blow, that he 
tumbled from his Do2ſe,and was troden to death:an other wich 
violeacehe thzuſtqaite thzergh the guts, the faurth loft his arme- 
And in this ſoꝛt he ent ren ito the thickeſt of them, ſpending ne⸗ 
uer ablowin waſte: but eyther a Natolian loſt his life, oz ſome

Who at the laft, woa him to condilcend 
ta thele csasicions, That Marcellus baniſh ment ſhould betersa⸗ 
led, whole ablence appalled the Natolians hearts, that chey were 
rather like mea coafaunded chen otherwiſe thereby. And that 
Duleta ſhould ve baniſhed,andſeac out of tte Cirie ia baſe attire, 
with commandsmeut, that vpon paine of death none ould ſuc⸗ 
tour her.

After dinner was well nie ended. wt ich was ouer⸗ 
paſt with pleaſurable content ou all ſiees, and was perfozined by O- 
ſitis in great pompe, Pa iſmus deſired Pariſmenos to declare what 
miſaduenture had befaſne him, fince his pꝛiuate departure from the 
Court at Epheſus ; and by wol at oceafion they arriued in that plate. 

Zhen pariſmeros declared the truth of all, how he met with Ange. 
liea, of [rus death, Arenus and Theorerus Treaſon, and of their p2e- 
ſeruation by the Fiſherman, which greatly delighted chem all co 
heare. Dioniſus then laid, which is |con;u+ ? Then pariſmus called 
fo2 Iconius, ant he pꝛeſentiy came : Whom D dias, Pariſmus, and 
the reT,vſed noff kiadip. And the Fiſher nan and his wife, were by 
Dioniſius highly rewarded t afterwards pꝛomotedte great dignitie. 

Some two daz es they ſtaped altogether in Okfiris Caſtle, ſpending 
thetime in exceeding mirth. And at laſt, in _ Rovalcie departed 
torards the Court at the Citie of Thebes here there were infis 
nite numbers of people with joyfull hearts Ceres together to wel 
come them: expꝛelling ſuch joy as is got to be deſcribed. And alter⸗ 
war ds Pari ſmenos and Argelica in the pꝛeſence aud <KHembly ob M Ar- 
cellus, Remulas the Bing of Hungaria, the Ting cf Sparta, and di⸗ 
uers other Noble perſouages, were with woſt rxceeding Royaltts 
affianced together. And after Diosiſſus was dead, Parilmenos was 
CrownedKing ok FThefalie, and lined all his life time after ingreac 
quiet and bleed content, with the faire Apgelica his Qutrut : In⸗ 
treaſing the hononrable fame and dignitie of the Bings of Th: Mal:e : 

hauing one onelp Sonne and a Daughter. TNyofe fezennes 
and Aduentures, filled the whole wozlo with 
their Fame.
